Eleventh cavalry from Fort Ogle- 
thorpe will go from this state to take 
ysart in the maneuvers to be held at 
Chickamauga Park from July 11 to 20, 
inclusive.

Following Gore’s Disclosure of 
Scheme to Rob Indians, Con-. 
gress Declares That It Will 


Pass on All Contracts Made 
With the Indians. 


Washington, June 25.—The 
today adopted a resolution introduced 
by Mr. Gore, directing an investigation 
into the sale of asphalt and _ coal 
lands. 


fairs, and is to ° determine whether 
there is any necessity for the employ- 
ment of private counsel or agents in 
connection with the lands belonging 
to the Choctaw and Chickasaw tribes, 
and if the: employment of such counsel 
is necessary, whether a fee of 10 per 
cent is reasonable. 

Senator Gore's charges in connection 
with Indian affairs in Oklahoma are 
not confined to those made against J. 
F. McMurray, an OKlahoma lawyer. 

When the senator made his appear- 
ance in the senate today he said in 
private conversation that another at- 
torney had been making an effort to 
have about 10,000 negroes enrolied, 
which, he said, would net the promoter 
$25,000,000 or $30,000,000 if permitted 
to be perfected. 

Several Dens of Wolves. 

“Oh,” said the senator, “there are 
several dens of wolves in that state. I 
hesitate to go into the matter as it 
ought to be done, but someone ought 
to do it.’ 

He had not decided whether he 
would bring the new charge to the at- 
tention of the senate. 

While the senator was discussing the 
matter, the conferees of the two houses 
were engaged in discussing the Okla- 
homa senator’s amendment to the gen- 
eral deficiency appropriation bill. Soon 
after, Senator Hale stated that the 
conferees had acceded to Mr. Gore's de- 
mand to insert a provision requiring 
that all contracts should be approved 
by congress. 

“We have made it even stronger than 
Mr. Gore requested,” said Mr. Hale, 
“and have put -in a requirement that all 
contracts with the Indians, either past, 
present or future, shall be inoperative 
until approved by congress.” 

Whether there will be an investiga- 
tion by congress into the allegations 
made by Senator Gore, that an effort 
Murray for attorney’s fees under con- 
nection with the claims of J. F. Mc- 
Murray for attorneys’ fees under con- 
tracts McMurray has with the Choctaw 
and Chickasaw nations, is a question 
much discussed in both branches of 
congress today. 

Responsibility on Senate. 


Senator Gore was asked whether he 
intended to follow up his allegations 
with formal charges against the mem- 
bers of the senate and house whom he 
suspects of having direct interest in 
the McMurray contracts. The Oklahoma 
senator replied that he had presented 
the facts to the senate, and that the 
responsibility for any proceedings rest- 
ed upon the senate. 

On the other hand, congress leaders 
seem to think that Mr. Gore should file 
formal charges, or bring a resolution 
demanding an investigation. 

The investigation, if one is to be 
had, would deal with a direct attempt 
to influence Mr. Gore and such other 
members of either house as had been 
approached. 

The general deficiency bill, including 
the amended provision designed to 
safeguard the [ndians against excessive 
contracts, was agreed to by both 
houses.

Adamson Has F igured Promi- 
nently in Debates Over Im- 
portant Railroad Bill. 


Washington, June 25.—(Special.)— 
The work of Representative Adamson, 
of Georgia, in connection with the 
perfecting of the railroad bill— 
generally admitted to be the most im- 
portant plece of legislation passed at 
the session of congress just closed— 
has brought forth warm praise from 
his colleagues on the floor. 

A few days ago Mr. Adamson receiv- 
ed a letter from Champ Clark, demo- 
cratic leader, congratulating him on 
his vigorous efforts in striking the 
more dangerous and vicious features 
of the bill. Though Mr. Adamson op- 
nosed the bill on its final passage, he 
1dmits that it is a much better bill 
than the one originally introduced; 


but opposed it because he was against 


the organization of a commerce court. 

As one of the most active demo- 
cratic members of the important com- 
mittee on Interstate and foreign com- 
merce, Mr. Adamson has taken a prom- 
inent part in the consideration of all 
manner of bills affecting the railroads, 
steamboat lines, telephone and tele- 
graph, safety appliances on railroads, 
dams, lighthouses, light buoys, the 
life-saving service, méasures to regu- 
late trade and commerce, and those af- 
fecting the Panama canal.

In conjunction with Mr. Clayton, of 
Alabama, Mr. Adamson has just suc- 
cessfully concluded twelve years of 
work to secure a deep-water outlet for 
the Chattahoochee system of rivers, 
which they have done by securing a 
channel from the river into &St. An- 
drews bay, which will, in effect, make 
Columbus and Bufaula seaport towns. 
In addition to that, these two gentle- 
men have secured ample appropriations 
to continue the work of improving the 
system of rivers.

Had Close Race With 
Pennsy in Varsity Eight. 


Won Freshmen Eight and ’Var- 
sity Four Races Easily--Penn- 
sylvania Made Great Bid in 
Varsity Eight Affair---Colum- 
bia Four Capsized. 


Poughkeepsie, N. Y., June 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Cornell university made a clean 
sweep in the classic intercolNegiate 
regatta here this afternoon and even- 
ing. Cornell won the varsity four- 
oared race, the freshman eight-oared 
and the varsity e'ght-oared race. 

In the big ‘varsity eight-oared event 
Pennsylvania was second, Columbia 
third, Syracuse fourth and Wisconsin 
fifth. Cornell’s time was 20.42 1-5. 

The ‘Varsity eight event was the 
last on the program. When the start 
was made at 7:46 o'clock, it was so 
dark that the crowds on the banks of 
the Hudson could not distinguish the 
colors of the crews. 

A great crowd assembled along the 
course early in the day, and maintain- 
ed the’r places until nightfall. Inter- 
est centered in the ‘varsity eight, the 
biggest event on the program. As the 
crew started from the club house a 
great cheer went up. Coryell took 
the lead at the quarter and was still 
in front at the mile. At two miles 
Pennsylvania seemed to have a slight 
lead over Cornell. At the ‘3-mile 
mark Cornell was only inches ahead of 
Pennsylvania, with Columbia third by 
a length; Syracuse fourth and -Wiscon- 
sin last by two lengths. 

In the varsity four-oared race Syra- 
cuse was second, Columbia third and 
Pennsylvania last. The official time 
was 11:37 4-65. Cornell won bv a 
length and a half; Syracuse second by 
a length; Columbia ‘third, three lengths 
ahead of Pennsylvania. 

As the Columbia shell swept across 
the finish mark the starboard sweeps 
hit the stake-boat and the shell cap- 
sized. Men from a revenue cutter 
picked up the crew safely. 

It was Cornell’s race from the start. 
They caught the water first when the 
starting. signal was given and were 
never once headed over the entire 2 
miles of the course.

“The mobinthe Passion Play was the 
only really good one I ever saw on any 
Stage.

lynching bee. It carried sticks and 
stones and made noises precisely as 
sure-enough mobs do when they do 
business. That mob certainly meant 
business. I could not get away from 
the idea that it‘ was a real mob. That 
is the supreme test of acting. 

They Lynched Him. 

“The fact is that Jesus Christ was 
lynched. Pontius Pilate, the Roman 
governor of Judea, and certainly the 
greatest and most cowardly scoundrel 
of all the ages, could have prevented 
the crucifixion by a vord. But ie 
wouldn't. utter it. He simply stood 
there looked over the mob’ who had the 
Savior in charge. They wanted him 
at first to release Barabbas and he 
seemed agreeable to it. But the elamor 
of those who wanted to crucify Christ 
drowned out the voices of the pleaders 
for Him. Pilate put his hands in a 
bowl at the side, made a motion as 
if washing them of the matter when 
he knew he had more to do with it 
than anybody, then turned and walked 
into his house on the public square in 
Jerusalem, the great scene of the 
drama. I could have killed the rascal, 
the hypocrite, the.‘seurvy politician.’ 
That last expression is Shakespeare's 
and is the worst thing that a man can 
be called—except ‘nidering,’ which is 
the English for every possible thing 
that is low down in human nature. 

He Was a Politician. 

“My deliberate opinion is that Pontius 
Pilate declined to save Jesus Christ 
from the mob because ‘ne thougnt that 
the majority of the people wanted to 
crucify Him. He. was thinking of him- 
self and office, the dastardly scoundrel, 
and: reminded me of several politicians 
in this country who would have done 
just as he did. Yes, they lynched Him, 
no mistake about that. But the most 
brutal men of that memorable mob 
were archangets compared to Pontius 
Pilate. I’m actually too mad to write 
another Mine. Some other time I will 
give further impressions, all good ones. 
‘that were made.upon me by the Passion 
Play which, if everybody on earth 


» could see It, would convert the world— 


@ thing which a billion preachers and 
missionaries couldn’t do iff a billion 
years.

|\Why Forage Crops Should Be 


Fed on the Farm. 


All products which can: be fed to 
live stock, which have a market value, 
have a double value to the farmer. 
This double value consists of their 
market or feed value and their fertil- 
izer value. For instance, pasture crops 
yield thetr feed value, and in addition 
about 90 per cent’ of their fertilizer 
value is left on the land, for on ari 
average only about 10 per cent of the 
fertilizer value of the feeds are retain- 
ed by the live stock. Crops that must 
be harvested and fed in barns or any- 
where off the land where produced, 
yield the farmer a less value in plant 
foods. returned to the land, because of 
the losses which always .take place 
in the handling of stable manure: but 
in any feed at least from one-half to 
three-fourths of its fertilizer value 
may be retained on the farm. Live 
stock, .therefore, usually furnish the 
best possible market for the coars 
products of the farm because the fe 
value and the fertilizer value combined 
is almost always greater than the mar- 
ket value. In view of all these facté 
it_may be put. down as an invariable 
rule that any product suitable for feed- 
ing live stock should never be put 
into the ground direct as a fertilizer, 
for li such case fts feeding value is 
Tost; and that usually a coarse farm 
product should not be sold off the farm; 
because its feeding and fertilizer val- 
ues are usually greater than its mar- 
ket value —Raleigh (N.C.) Progressive 
Farmer and Gazette.

Proposed: Religious Re- 


forms Stirring Kingdom. 


Premier Canalejas Indignant at 
Threats of Civil War Made 

_by the Adherents of the Pope. 
Spain Wants to Revise the 
Concordat. 


Madrid, June 25.—Premier Canalejas 
declared today that if the negotiations 
between the Spanish government and 
the vatican over the revision of the 
concordat were broken off, Rome would 
be responsible. He said: 

“The full text of the vatican’s reply 
has not been received yet, but we 
know from the telegraphic summary 
that it does not constitute a response 
to our note, but is confined exclusively 
to a protest against the imperial de- 
cree of June 11, and is, therefore, an 
invasion of the state’s sovereignty, 


which is not tolerable. 
The church falsely accuses us of an 


We 
are simply defending the sovereignty 
of the state.” 

Premier Canalejas added that if the 
Catholics persisted in their threats of 
a civfl war he would have recourse fw 
the courts. 

Attitude of King. 


A dubious element in the situation 
is the attitude of King Alfonso, upon 
whom great influence is being exer- 
cised to cause him to overthrow the 
Canalejas ministry. At the same time 
the premier is holding the monarch to 
a strict fulfillment of the promises 
which he says Alfonso made when the 
present cabinet tcok office. 

“Canalejas’ religious reform policy 
has aroused the bitter antagonism of 
the Spanish episcopate and of Catho- 
lic societies throughout the country. 
At a recent meeting of the Catholic 
defense societies it was announced that 
before the policies outlined were per- 
mitted to become law Spain would 
undergo a perilous crisis, as Catholics 
preferred civil war to the layic school 
system. 

Revision of Concordat. 

Upon the day that the radical gov- 
ernment assumed power, Canalejas an- 
nounced.that he wculd further the pro- 
gram of religious freedom mapped ouc 
by the preseding ministry. This in- 
cluded a revision of the concordat and 
the compelling of unauthorized re- 
lUgious orders to seek authorization 
under the law adopted in 1887. The 
establishments of some religious orders 
not complying with the terms of this 
law have been since closed by the gov- 
ernment. 

An imperial decree of June 11 per- 
mitted non-Catholic religious edifices 
to display the insignia for public 
worship. The vatican protested on 
the ground that the status quo should 
be continued until the revision of the 
concordat had been completed. Canale- 
jas replied that if the issue of the de- 
cree was coupled with the revision 
negotiations, vrhe latter would be 
broken off. The vatican remained firm 
in its attitude that the subject of the 
decree must be first disposed of, anil 
following a cabinet meeting yesterday 
Canalejias announced that the papal 
protest against the decree; would be 
ignored and the government's pro- 
gram, as announced, carried out.

That Governor Harmon’s administra- 
tion of state affairs is giving unquali- 
fied satisfaction to an overwhelming 
majority of the people of Ohio is 
proven by a poll just taken in every 
county, town and city in the state by 
a Cincinnati newspaper. 

The returns from this poll ‘shaw that 
five out of six voters believe Gov- 
ernor Harmon is making good. 

The same poll shows six out of every 
ten believe President Taft's adminis- 
tration is.a failure. 

These figures thoroughly bear out 
the estimate of conditions in the state 
made recently by The Constitution’s 
special correspondent. They indicate 


that Harmon will be reelected this fall. | 


The action of the state convention. 
which met recently, in nominating him 
for president, shows the enthusiasm 
with which Harmon’s friends are go- 
ing tImto the state fight this year. 
Disapproval of Tariff Bill. 

The disapproval of the Payne-Al- 
drich tariff bill expressed in the same 
poll is fairly stupendous. Seventy-five 
per cent of those addressed denounce 
the law as a failure. 

The poll was thoroughly nonparti- 
san, and was an honest effort to ar- 
rive at actual conditions in the state. 

In response to the question as to 
whether the republican party was res 
sponsible for the high cost of living, 
there was a close division, but a ma- 
jority took the position that the party 
was not responsible, though 792 voters 
out of 1,700 heard from, are insistent 
that the republican party is blameable. 

In this, the home city of both Hars 
mon and Taft, the largest city in the 
state and a republican stronghold, the 
vote indorsing Harmon is § to 1. The 
| vote against the Taft admfnistration 
is 3 to 1 and about one-third of the 
total express doubt. Hamilton county 
gave Taft a substantial majority in the 
last national campaign. 

The unrest of the people is clearly 
shown through the question regarding 
the present political trend. In almost 
every instance qualifications are insist- 
ed upon. It is plain to be seen, though, 
there is a strong spirit of insurgencv 
in both parties, and frequent wishes 
are expressed that there may be an 
alignment of progressive republicans 
and modern democrats.

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ROCKEFELLER’S PREACHER 
LAUDS OIL TRUST MAGNATE

New York, June 25.—(Special.)— 
Looking rather peuked from his recent 
fliness, but in rare good spirits, the 
Rev. Dr. Charles F. Aked, pastor of the 
Fifth Avenue Baptist church, John D. 
Rockfeller’s church, sailed today on 
the Cunard Liner Campania with Mrs. 
Aked on a trip to Europe in search of 
health. He gleefully announced his in- 
tention of becoming a real “sky pilot’’ 


b ymaking the trip from Munich to: 
Oberammergau on the big Zeppelin air- | 


ship Deutschland. 

Six weeke ago Dr. Aked was stricken 
with typhoid fever so seriously that 
his life wag in the balance for a time. 
He lost 45 pounds, but has regained 15, 
and now declares he is in fine health. 

“T’m a marvel to myself,” he said, in 
referring to his recovery. He has not, 
however, regaineq full strength, and 
lest the strain be too severe, he will 
land at Fishguard instead of Liverpool, 
where he formerly had a church and 
would be forced to meet a legion of 
friends. 

Dr. Aked is an optimist. 
to his departure, he sald: 

“One of the most gratifying signs 
of the times is the remarkable religious 
awakening among the men, not only of 
this country, but of the entire world. 
The development along this line since 
I came to America has been little short 
Conditions from she 
viewpoint of the church a few years 
ago were disheartening. Among the 
great mass of men of affairs there 
seemed to be @ total lack of religious 
interest. But this is all changed, and

“De what do I attribute this awaken- 
ing? tosa variety of causes.

The American people are 
just beginning to appreciate what a 
great man Mr. Rockefeller is. The 
fact that, in the face of misunderstand- 
ing and misrepresentation, which 
might have well soured a man of less 
sterling faith, he has gone steadily 
ahead as anhumble and devout Chris- 
tian, doing his duty as he saw it, has 
unquestnonably had a powerful effect 
in bringing other men to a realization 
of their duty. 

“Mr. Rockefeller is one of the great- 
est merchants the world has ever 
known. Through the enormous rami- 
fications of the great business machine 
he has built up, he has opened up the 
world's dark places to the effects of a 


missionary in a way which could have 
been accomplished in no other way. 
“Why, think of it! He has penetrated 
thousands of miles into the very heart 
of China. The influence for good of 
such a man is inestimable. 4 
“Young Mr. Rockefeller is a worthy 
so nof his father.

WORK DONE BY CONGRESS 
ON LAST DAY OF SESSION 


Several Important Matters 
Rushed Through in 
Closing Hours. 


Washington, June 25.—Both houses 
of congress adjourned today without 
date. An important message from the 
president, stating that he had signed 
the rivers and harbors bill, but would 
never again sign another similar one, 
enlivened the proceedings in the sen- 
ate. The president stated that the 
river and harbor improvements should 
be made in accordance with an ap- 
proved system, such as was not fol- 
lowed in the bill, but that he signed 
the bill in order that important im- 
provements would not be delayed. 

The Appalachian forest reserve bill. 
the senate agreed to pass over until 
February 16, next. The senate adopted 
the Mann “white slave’’ bill, previously 
passed by the house, which will pre- 
vent shipping of women and girls from 
one state to another for immoral pur- 
poses; receded from its amendment to 
the sundry civil bill providing for 
tests of structural steel and the con- 
ference report on the bill was adopted 
in both houses. 

The house and senate adopted joint 
resolutions appropriating $1,000,000 for 
protection of property along the lower 
Colorado river, President Taft having 
submitted a message to congress call- 
ing attention to damgereus conditions 
along the river bed. 

Both houses agreed to the general 
deficiency bill; the house agreed to the 
pensions appropriation bill passed by 
the senate, appropriating $1566,000,00° 
adopted the confere report on the 
campaign publicity Db providing for 
publication of campaign funds after 
eledtions, and adopted the conference 
report on the $20,000,000 issue of certi- 
ficates of indebtedness to aid in re- 
clamation projects.

Trp Out Washington Street. 

The first trip was made out Wash- 

ington street, and here the street was 


thoroughly inspected. It took, how-

dead standstill to keep from being 
wrecked. This condition in the street 
lasted from Crumley to Ormond street.

One 
pool of stagnant water was actually 
found in the street, so deep was the 
hole made by the depressed Belgian 
block. 

A member of the committee pointed 
to grass growing in the middle of the 


' gtreet, and remarked that this was due 


to the fact that people were forced to 


| keep off the street with vehicles. 


The committee, while stopping at one 
point where the street was very rough, 
posed for The Constitution’s staff pho- 
tographer. 


“They Couldn’t Look Pleasant.” 


“Look pleasant,” called out the pho- 
tographer. 

“This is the one time when a picture 
is taken when nobody can look pleas- 
ant,’’ remarked a member of the com- 
mittee.” 

And he was right, for they all looked 
mad and glum. They said they could 
not look pleasant when one of the 
most beautiful residence streets in the 
city was being allowed to become 
rougher than the roughest country 
road. 

The committee next rode to Capitol 
avenue and stopped at the corner of 
Ormond street. Up to Ormond street, 
Capitol avenue haqg recently been 
paved, but south of Ormond street the 
avenue was Still in an almost impassa- 
ble condition. A gang of street hands 
for the street car company was work- 
ing on the tracks at this point. 

Mr. Walker pointed out that the 
paving of Capitol avenue by the coun- 
ty had been slow. He said the county 
Officialg laid the blame on the street 
car company, and the street car com- 
pany laid the blame on the county of- 
ficials.

After inspecting Washington street 
and Capitol avenue, the committee 
visited some of the roads on the north 
side, where the county commissioners 
had done work, for the purpose of as- 
certaining, by a comparison, whether 
or not the south side had been discrim- 
inated against. 

The result of the inspection will be 
that the citizens of the south side will 
at once take steps to have Washington 
street repaved, and the work of pav- 
ing Capitol avenue completed ag soon 
as possible. 

It was the opinion of the committee 
that the county officials had not been 
fair to the south side. 

“We have got to act, and act quick- 
ly and in earnest,” was the decision 
of the committee. 

“And,” added a member of the com- 
mittee, “we will not let any grass grow 
under our feet if the county has caused 
grass to grow on Washington street.”

COL, JONES PASSES 


TO GREAT BEYOND 


Emerson, Ga., June 25.—(Special.)— 
Col. C. M. Jones died here this after- 
noon at 5 o’clok. He was stricken with 
paralysis-June 12. His left side was 
affected and his affliction grew rapidly 
worse from the outset. 

Colonel Jones was one of the oldest 
and best known 
county. He was bérn July 29, 1829, in 
DeKalb county, and therefore was 81 
years old.

In 1850 Colonel] Jones married Miss

H 
Jones and Melvin Jones, of Emerson, 
and Mrs. J. E. McElroy. of Norcross 

Colonel Jones represented Bartow 
county in the legislature in 1882-2. 

He was a member of Camp P. M. B. 
Young, U. C. V., of Cartersville, and 
was also a member of Masonic lodge 
of Cartersville.

ROOSEVELT RAPED 


BY JUDGE PARKER 


Manchester, N. H., June 25.—Judge 
Alton B. Parker, once:democratic can- 
didate ‘for president, in an address be- 
fore the New Hampshire Bar Associa- 
tion, rapped former President Roose- 
velt hard. The subject of the address 
was “The Lawyer’s Opportunity for 
Patriotic Service.” 

In the course fF: his address Judge 


Parker ‘sald: 


“Every, well-informed man .has been 
note of the 
persistent effort of late executive 
branch of the federal government to 
augment federal power. At times it has 
taken the liberty of pointing out to fed- 
eral judges (a coordinate and indepen- 
dent. department of government) the 
path of duty and later has presumed to 
apply the executive slipper to judges 
who falled to find the law to be 
what the executive would have it. It 
has made etrenuous effort at times, 
not only to coerce congress into the 
enactment of mesures desired by the 
executive, but has also sought the 
credit of doing so. 

“That these were trespasses upon 
the powers designedly withheld from 
the executive, goes without saying, but 
they have not been vigorously opposed, 
probably because of a lack of apprecia- 
tion that they constitute dangerous 
precedents. 

“The distribution throughout’. the 
country of the federal courts was all 
in obedience to the view that it is 
of the citizen to be 
tried at home, where the advantages 
of good character would have its due 
weight. 

“The pages of history abound in 
illustration of the importance of that 
right, especially when the  govern- 
ment is the accuser. 

“Recently we have witnessed an at- 
tempt of the executive department to 
bring the editor of a newspaper from 
Indianapolis to Washington for trial on 
the charge of criminal libel. 

“For a few years there has been a 
well-organized movement, having for 
its purpose the.seizure of powers now 
vested in the states: At the beginning 
it was hoped to:extend the interstate 
commerce clause beyond its terms, its 
spirit, its purpose.

Active Canipaign. 


Ten Feet Will Be Taken From 
North Side of Street From 
Walton Street to North Ave. 
Marietta Street Improvement | 
Association Organized. 


An active campaign for widening 
Marietta street from-.-Walton to North 
avenue was begun yesterday afternoon 
at a meeting. of the property owners 
on this street. It is proposed that the 


streét be made ten feet wider for the 
entire distance, the necessary ground 
to be taken from the north side of the 
street.

In view of this fact, it was agreed 
that those owning property on the 
north side should donate the entire ten 


should pay all the expenges incurred 
in having to remodel those buildings 
which will have to be moved or partly 
demolished to give the -wider street 
room.

Terrible Conditions of Alms- 


houses Exposed. 

There is an article in the June 
American Magazine called “He’s Only 
a Pauper, Whom Nobody Owns,” and 
its author is James Oppenheim. It is 
the most appalling article in respect 
to the terrible conditions it ruthlessly 
exposes that has appeafed in a long 
time. It has to do with the a!ms- 
houses in New York state, and the 
following, which is an extract from 
the report on the Oneida county alms- 
house, made December 1, 1907, is typi- 
cal of its general character: 

“If I were to describe my concep- 
tion of the horrors of Hades, I do not 
believe it could be more terrible than 
what. I saw there. There ts no at- 
témpt at classification or segregation’ 
of these poor nfortunate wretches. 
Many of them should be in regular 
hospitals, some should be in insane 
asylums, and others, doubtless, should 
be in prison; but they mingle at will. 
No restraint is placed upon them. If 
perchance they come into possession 
of a dollar, they are at liberty to 
cross the street to Burke's saloon, 
where they ‘tank up’ to the Mmit of 
their capacity. Ordinarily this shoula 
be condemned; but under the ciroum- 
stances I should say it is a great boon 
to anyone there who has the privi- 
lege of such an opportunity.. These 
wretches, drunk or sober, may wan- 
der about the city at liberty. 

“When it is too cold far them to be 
cut, as it evidently was yesterday. 
they sit around in vile stuffy rooms 
without the slightest semblance of 
ventilation. The air was positively 
nauseating. This {s not exaggeration. 
Several times I started for the door, 
thinking I was going to throw up my 
breakfast. They smoke thelr villain- 
cus pipes and spit wherever they 
choose. The institution is evidently 
taxed to its capacity. I was taken up 
into.a dark, dirty atticq, which was al- 
most filled with filthy beds. I cannot 
imagine tenement-house conditions 
which could be much worse, and if lL 
had the power to describe the so- 
éalled hospital ward, it would posi- 
tively turn your stomach. There are 
no tollet facilities. The floors about 
the: beds are actually spotted, and in 
some places coated with refuse; not a 
window open, and the stench was sick- 


ening.”

which means “too much’ list.” Thereby 
the sardonic Germans rightly laughed 
at one of the weakest sides of mon- 
archism. For everywhere, from Lisbon 
to St. Petersburg, Europe’s hard-up 
400,000,000 must pay through the nose 
for the glitter and glory of kingship. 
Altogether the sovereigns of Wurope 
get about $33,000,000 a year, ndt cdunt- 
ing their private property. . Most of 
them.say that they are hard up, and 
the great majority of their subjects say 
the same. ee 
The Old Way and the New. 

The civil list system rigidly limits 
@ monarch’s gold-hunger, and in that 
respect is an improvement. upon what |: 
went before. Formerly kings took 
from the tr@tsury what they wanted. 
“Look at this mighty kingdom; every- 
thing in it is yours,” said the Duke 
France. 
When the idealist, Emperor Joseph II 
of Austria, first declared that “a king’s 
moderete work,” his brother sover- 
Until two years ago the Sultan 
Abdul Hamid practiced the Villeroy 
theory; and it was only lately that 
his successor, Mohammed V, was cut 
down to a miserable $100,000, thereby 
nearly¥..returning to the state of his 
mighty German ancestor, Othman, of: 
whom a historian said, “He once had 
only seven shirts.” . $8 . 

Nicholag Gets Most; Works Least: 
Today thé monarch who gets the 
most and does the least to earn it is 
Nicholas II. A close copyist of Abdul 
Hamid in his methods of rule, the czar 
takes almost exactly the sum which 
Abdul Hamid ‘took. The Russian bud- 
get puts it as 16,359,595 roubles or $8,- 
179,797... It is typical of: Russia that 
this $8,179,797 stands first of all items 
in the expenditure side of the budget, 


his money, whoever elee goes short: 
In addition to this civff list, Nicholas 
II’ has varfous lands, forests, mines and 
factories, managed by the imperial 
cabinet, which bring him in about $3,- 
000,000-yearly, and:if honesty and wise- 
ly managed “would’ bring him in at 
least $10,000,000. Out of his tal of- 
ficial and private income of about $11,- 
000,000, Nicholas is supposed to ‘sup-. 
port seventeen of his grand ducal rel-' 
atives, but most of these have large 
estates; and get little from the czar, 
The czar also supports the St. Peters- 
burg Academy of Art, and makes good 
the deficit on the working of the im- 
perial theaters. On the St. Petersburg 
ballet there is a loss of $100,000 a year. 
But these expenses are trifies. What 
the czar ‘does with the rest of his 
enormous wealth no one knows. 
Nicholas Keeps Nea Harem. 
penuriousness beats Abdul 
Hamid’s. He keeps no harem. He 
gives no entertainments. All his big 
palaces are closed. The winter. pal- 
ace at St. Petersburg, the great: Alex- 
ander palace at Tsarskoe Selo and the 
big rococo Peterhof palace are all un- 
inhabited, and in the hands of a few 
dozen caretakers... All these palaces lie 
on the public road exposed to bomb 
throwing, so the hermit czar spends 
winter and summer in small, uncom- 
fortable chalets hidden away in pri- 
vate parks, where he keeps up less 
state than the poorest of the grand 
dukes. The admiralty must pay for his 
yacht, ‘the ministry of communications 
for his rarely-used train, and the min- 
istry of the interior for the horde of 
policemen, spies and agents provooca- 
teurs who surround him. As contrib- 
utor to charities and patron of art, 
the czar plays no role; thé so-called 
“Imperial charities” are financed with 
practically forced subscriptions from 
rich merchants. The czar spends some 
money on the support of the notorious 
Union of Russian’ Men, whose . func- 
tion is to fight the reform movement, 
to. put inconvenient politicians out of 
the way and to carry out periodical 
massacres of Jews. His thrift goes to 
the length of unconscious humor. Late- 
ly the St. Petersburg. official newspa- 
per, Rossiya, printed the following par- 
agraph in all seriousness: “The czar 
has been pleased to, give $12 to Po- 
liceman ‘Skvortseff, who lost an arm 
in a fight with terrorists. His majesty

funds.” 
Poorer the People More They Must Pay. 
it is a fixed rule in Europe that the 
poorer the people the more they must 
pay their ruler. That is why Russia 
stands first and why Austria-Hungary 
comes .second, and pays its sovereign 
more than: rich Germany. pays hers. 
The Emperor Franz Josef receives 
$4,833,300 yearly. Half is paid to him 
by Hungary as king and half by Aus- 
tria as’ émperor. Out of this he sup- 
ports 30 archdukés, archduchesses, and 
other relations, and he supports them 
liberally. “ His private fortune brings 
in about! $1;750,000 a year. He is a 


-hard-up monarch and spends a third of 


his wealth in charity, mostly in rigid- 
ly Roman Catholic charity. On himself 
he spends hardly anything. He lives 
plainly, and occupies only one side of 
an ill-paved courtyard in the colossal 
Hofburg at Vienna; and any morning 
he may be seen driving down the 
Ringstrasse in a victoria, drawn by an 
indifferent horse, He lives thus be- 
cause he is a tired and wise old man, 
thoroughly sick of the pomps and vani- 
ties of existence. 
Kaiser Hard Up. 

Kaiser Wilhelm II is another hard-up 
monarch. Like most of his ancestors, 
and.nearly all the German princes in 
history, he is a spendthrift. As Ger- 
man emperor he gets no salary; but he 
is allowed $750,000 a year for “repre- 
sentation.”’ As king of Prussia, Wili- 
helm II gets $3,923,824 a\year. Of this 
sum he gets $1,923,824 under the law 
of 17th of January, 1820, which gave 
his then predecessor a civil list in ex- 
change for large estates which he 
handed over to the nation. In 1859 the 
Prussian sovereign demanded and got 
a raise of $375,000 a year; in 1868, he 
got a further raise of $750,000 a year, 
and, finally, when the present kaiser 
came to the throne, he got a last raise 
of $875,000—in all, raises amounting to 
$2,000,000 a year. These raises, and the 
original $1,923,824 make up his present 
official income. 

Kaiser Receives Large Income. 

That is only part of the “Too Much 
List.” The kaiser and his relatives 
also receive large incomes from estate 
and family trusts. Some trusts date 
to the seventeenth century. These 
were founded by the Great Blector. 
The income is received today. In 17338, 
Friedrich Wilhelm I founded a house 
The skinflint Friedrich Wilhelm 
III left behind him a crown treasure 
of $3,750,000 which is still in existence. 
Half is called the. ‘“Notpfenning,” or 
“Emergency Penny,’ and must not be 
touched except under extreme circum- 
stances. This thrifty king also left a 
large sum in trust for younger sons 
of Hohenzollern blood. S80 that the 
total annual income of Wilhelm II and 
his relations from all sources is not far 
short of $6,000,000. 

Fingering this pretty sum, Wilhelm 
II must féel like Warren Hastings 
when he was asked to help himself to 
the treasures of India. He must be 
“surprised at his own moderation,” for 
his ancestors required twice as much. 
Friedrich Wilhelm II, the Fat, of Prus- 
Sia, would not spend a penny -of his 
own fortune, but in 15 years took 
$140,000,000 from the public for his 
court, mistresses and favorites. 
Friedrich Wilhelm IV was at the same 
game when his antics were checked 
by the 1848 revolution. The petty 
German ‘monarchs of the past were 
even greedier, and did not shrink at 
hiring their soldiers to foreign rulers 
and pocketing the proceeds. In com- 
parison with these Wilhelm II may fee! 
@ virtuous, moderate man, and can 
honestly complain that he is underpaid. 

And Their Subjects Must Pay. 

Even today the other. German sov- 
ereigns get much larger salaries in 
proportion to the population which 
pays them. The mad king of Bavaria 
draws $1,350,770. The King of Saxony, 
who lately boasted, “I am a soldier and 
eat black bread and onions,” gets 
$880,000; the kings of Wuerttemberg is 
allowed $504,709 and has separate 
subsidies for his poer relations. There 
are 22 other sovereign states in the 
German Empire, and the rulers of all, 
except three free cities, have palaces, 
poor relations, ovefr-masters-of-cere- 
mony, bodyguards, court painters and 
poets and French cooks. And their 
subjects must pay. The Prince of 
Reuss has no civil list. Another 4is- 
tinguished exception is Prince Adolph 
of Schaumburg-Lippe, who reigns over 
a state about the size of Greater New 
York. In theory he is the kaiser’s 
equal and ally. Prince Adolph not only

Altogether Germany's sovereigns 
draw $9,250,000 a year in salaries. The 
big states pay relatively least. Prus- 
sia pays its_king only 26 cents 4 head, 
whereas  Schwarzboreug-Sonderhausen 
pays its prince $1.75 qa head. 

King of Italy’s Income. 

The king of Italy comes behind the 
kaiser. His civi) list is $3,200,000. Next 
came the late King Edward VIL He 
was the hardest up of all monarchs, 
and the worst paid, considering his 
subjects’ wealth. He got $2,850,000 for 
himself, and $590,000 allowances for his 
relations. His civil Hast, like the 
kaiser’s, represented the value of prop- 
erties surrender to the state. King 
George's civil] list is yet to be fixed 
by parilament, but it probably will be 
about the same as his father’s. The 
king of Spain is still worse off. His 
income is $1,850,000. The rest of Bu- 
rope’s sovereigns fall into the pauper 
class:

The origi- 
nal meaning of civil list was a budget 
out of which the sovereign in addi- 
tion to supporting himself had to pay 
large numbers of. civil officials. When 
the nuinber of officlalg grew too great 
the Kings got rid of the responsibili- 
ty of paying them, but kept the money 
for themselves. Hence, the present 
civil lists of Europe have no historical 
justification, and urgently néed:a dras- 
tic cutting down. ee 

The cutting down {s difficult. Every 
etate has ite,own way of fixing the 
sovareign's allowance. In Norway .it 
must be voted from year to year by 
parliament. In Austria it is fixeg for 
successive terms of ten years. In Hol- 
land, Spain, Saxony ang Wuerttemberg, 
the sovereign’s income is fixed on his 
accession to the throne and remains 
unal‘ered until his death. In Prussia 
it is determined by a special law, 
which remains in force for an -indefi- 
nite term, unless legislatively amend- 
ed. Of all monarchs, the czar who 
hes the largest civil list has it best 
defended against thrifty democrats. 
When he issued his constitution in 
the shape of furdamenta] laws, he laid 
it down that the duma could not ques-

WHY ENGLISHMAN’S DOLLAR 


R THAN OURS 


The industrial revolution about 


which socialists talk so much, has gone 
to great lengths in mill towns of Eng- 
land, according to Zach McGhee, in 4 


1 thoughtful and illuminating sketch in 


the current issue of World's Work. 

Mr. McGhee was formerly superin- 
tendent of education for the state of 
South Carolina, and is now engaged it 
journalistic. work in Washington, rep- 
resenting: the Columbia state His 
story, “The Dark Corner,” is now run- 
ning in The Jeffersonian Magazine. 
Last summer he visited Europe for his 
paper, and made a first-hand study of 
industrial conditions in the old world. 
The sketgh in the July World's Work 
reveals in a surprising way the prog- 
ress made through. cooperation by 
working men, -showing how wages in 
England .can be stretched further than 
here. 

Prices-on everything from gas to 
groceries have been lowered by this 
cooperative arrangement, according to 
Mr. McGhee. But instead of the lower 
prices bringing privations and 109s, 
they result in peaceful contentment, 
for the worker on lower wages saves 
more money than the American work-. 
man in a similar situation. Mr. Mc- 
Ghee quotes the folowing conversation, 
which occurred in the town of Burn- 
ley: 

* Why in America this would be 
called socialism,’ I said one day, to the 
secretary of the chamber of commerce. 
I knew that he was not @ socialist, ana 
waited with interest to see how he was 
going to explein, Strangely enough, he 
dia not explain at all; but calmly 
puffed his cigar and observed, ‘Well, Tf 
don't just see what difference it makes 
what you call it. You can see that it 
is a success.’”’ 

Though ,people throughout the king- 
dom favor municipal ownership and 
operation of all public utilities, Mr. 
McGhee says the word “socialism” fs 
a bugaboo. in England, as it is in this 
country. He says: 

“The only town in the whole island 
of Great Britain where gas is sold for 
as much. as 76 cents a thousand feet is 
Edinburgh. The. price in Glasgow hag 
redently been reduced to 48 cents, Gen- 
erally throughout the country it ranges 
from 48 to 60 cents. ‘It ts far superior 
to the-gas in Washington, D. C., for 
which I.pay $1 per’.1,000, feet.” 

Though he adds‘ that the people .of 
these. English towns, except the more 
intelligent and philosophic ones, “are 
highly insulted when tol they. are 
practicing socialistic theories. He says: 
“They. have but’ the vaguest idea what 
a socialist is; but they know he ifs 
some sort of a ‘disturbing element,’ be- 
yond the«pale, and altogether .unfash- 
fonable/ and disgraceful.” 

Working Men Also Business Men. 

In 6xplaining that: the whole system 
{is founded oh the prirsiciple,of making 
the man. who works for wages also & 
merchant, 4nd the man who buys a tull 
partner -with the man who sells, Mr. 
McGhée: says: s 
" Muntctpal Ownership Everywhere. 

“Tikewise in this and practically 
every British town the consumer (the 
man who buys) is the ‘business man’ 
who owns and operates the gasworkr, 
the waterworks, the electric lighting 
plant, the street railway system, and 
all the other public utilities, including 
in most places the market stalls, ve 
public baths, the hospitals, the ceme-

houges and office buildings. In Glas- 
gow, for instance, a man can live in 
a dwelling which he rents from all fhe 
citizens.of his city; he can cook mepis 
on™ a, citizens-owned stove with 
citizens-made gas, make his tea with 
citizens-furnished water, ride to his 
business on, street cars owned and Op- 
erated by ali the citizens, use a citizen- 
owned teléphone; when it grows dgrk 
he can switch on a citizens- furnished - 
electric light; he can use the citizens- 
operated baths—tub,. shower, or Swim- 
ming pool, hot or cold, with every 
negessity for his comfort and conveén- 
lence, including soap and towel—for 
from 1 to 6 cents; he can hire his 
servants through the citinen operated 
servants’ bureau, with no charge either 
to him or to the servant; his childrep 
may use the public playgreunds fure 
nished with all sorts of gymnasitts 
appliances; he htmself may play on 
the public golf links; he and his chii- 
dren may attend, free, the Saturday 
afternoon music concerts—outdoors. in 
summer, in a warm, comfortable hall 
in winter; they can visit at any time, 
free, the public art collections; he gaa 
buy his goods from the citizens-owned 
markets; if he wishes to give an enter- 
tainment to his friends, he can uSe at & 
small cost the .citizens-owned public 
halis; he can even grow oats or turnips 
in the public gardens, and go fishing 
in the citizen's special fishing pfre- 
serves in the beautiful Loch Katrih«a. 
If he is a working man and a widower, 
say, with young children, he can live 
in neat and comfortable lodgings, 
owned and kept by the citizens, th 
a nurse paid by the citizens to take 
cate of his children; when he gets sick 
he can go to the public hospital owned 
by all the citizens (even to a hospite!l 
for inebriates if that be his malady); 
end when he finally comes to die h9 
may be buried in the citizens’ cemetery 
——a cemetery not for paupers, but for 
the first citizens of the city. Ang all 
these he gets at actual cost, without 
paying one penny profit to the geller, 
the ‘husiness man,’ in. our sense. And 
there is not one penny nor one article 
of charity in it all. No philanthropist 
has provided any of these benefits, but 
he himself and his fellow citizens have 
established .them... He is not. even 
taxed for most of thé benefits, for they 
support themselves.” © ey

In bisssieeetratea “Chantecler,” Ed- 
mond Rostand has written not merely 
a delightful drama of barnyard life, 
but an allegory which will rank with 
those of Aristophanes. This is appa- 
rent after reading the first act of the 


English version which appears in the 


June issue of Hampton's Magazine, 
which has obtained the exclusive Eng- 
lish serial rights. Human nature in its 
various phases, with ali its weakness- 
es, its casual] loves, its am@sing con- 
ceits, is expressed dramafically by 
these fow!s—fowls endowed with pas- 
gions, loves, ambitions, jealousies and 
magnetized with vivid life by one of 
the greatest of French poets. Egotism, 
colossal and all-absorbing, has possi- 
bly never been so concretely expressed 
as in the vainglorious cock. In his 
grandiloquent conceit he approaches 
the role of Wotam in Wagner's opera. 
A Great Allegery. 

How adroitly and masterfully Rostand 
accomplishes the difficult task of hu- 
manizing these fowls can be appreci- 
ated only by a careful reading of the 
play. One can prophesy, from reading 
the first installment, that “Chantecler’”’ 
ie a play to be read rather than seen 
played. It is an intellectual pleasure 
for the library, for family reading. 
rather than a spectacle. For the joy of 
“Chantecler’’ lies in Rostand’s marvel- 
ous lines, in his swift-biting, trenchant 
wit, his delightfully insinuating sug- 
gestions. The marvel of it is that the 
French master conjures in his episodes 
human parallels—as, for instance, in 
the scene of the garrulous hens peck- 
ing corn one sees the vision of a bridge 

rty of gossipin women; that he 

ows one, in the characters of the va- 
rious animals who are ijeal¥ug of 
“Chantecler,” the envious iii-tem >ereg 
critics in life who always cavi! at peo- 

le who do things. Usually the trans- 
ation of such matter, because of the 
éddities of the French language, is al- 
most impossible. In the case of 
*Chantecler” the publishers of Hamp-

ton’s were extremely fortunate in Se- 
curing Miss Gertrude Hall, who did 
so excellently by “Cyrano.’ The trans- 
lation is entirely adequate and the 
marvelous lines of the French by the 
alchemy of a gifted pen are trans - 
muted into just as marvelous English. 
“Chantecler’’ is literature—great liter- 

ure. Not only of this century, it is 

e of the greatest allegories of the 
ages. 

Story of Play. 


the first’ installment, which. is 
“The Evening of the Pheas- 
Chantecler, lord of the barn- 
vard, appears. Chantecler is the most 
talked-of-character in the smail do- 
main. Hens, pecking the ground, 
gossip about him. He is heraided by 
the excited comments of hens, ducks 
and turkeys. A pigeon, who has ar- 
rived, properly humble. longs for the 
favor of seeing only his comb. The 
blackbird, who takes prominence in 
the play, appears as a sort of man 
about town, talks slate and supercil- 
iously sneers at Chantecler. Chan- 
tecler is admired by the dog, hated 
by the cat. Chantecler is the adored 
of his old foster mother, an ancient 
hen who sits in a nest and, at everv 
convenient opportunity, pops her head 
from her retreat and gives voice to 
the wise adages and epigrammatic 
bits of startling wisdom pecullar to 
sharp old crones. Chantecler is be- 
loved by the hens, each of whom, 
man-wise, he has led to believe is 
paramount in his affections. But 
Chantecler, debonair and hmughty, 
loves none of these from whom he so 
complacently accepts adulation. His 
fate arrives in the golden hen pheas- 
ant, who, pursued by a hunting dog, 
takes refuge in the barnyard. 

In the hen pheasant Rostand em- 
bodies the type of the new woman. 
She isethe suffragette of the animal 
world. She appears clothed in the 
gaudy garb of the male. And at first 
Chantecler and the Dog, who hide her, 
are misled as to her sex. Later she 
explains that she has left off laying 
and hatching eggs, and nature there- 
by has given her back “her purple 
and her gold.” 

Chantecler, of course, falls violent-

ly in love—the golden lady bird, the 
first indeed to do so, makes fun of 
Chantecler. Chantecler believes that 
his song makes the. sun _ rise—the 
pheasant hen, woman- -wise, determines 
to learn his secret. 


Typifies Man. 


“Chantecler,”’ Rostand’s creation, 
typifies man, confident in his work, 
and refusing to let anything interfere 
with his plans. At the juncture of the 
play where the hen pheasant appears, 
“Chantecler” becomes the “Sampson of 


the Barnyard” and meets in the pheas- 
ant his “Delilah.’ In the first act 
where he hails the stn, the poem is one 
of lyric magnificence, which sounds 
that music of words which  Rostand 
puts in all his work and which was so 
faithfully interpreted by the late 
Coquelin. 

The Black Bird, jealous of Chan- 
tecler, breaks in with jibes and puns. 
The dog is the moralizer, and the rival 
of the Chantecler with the pheasant Is 
the Gamecock. 

The second act is considered the 
scenic gem of the play. It is in the 
woods and the birds of the night, hu- 
man-sized, are in the trees. The owl 
ealls the roll and then the birds de- 
claim the hymn of the night when 
again the music of word and sound 
which Rostand introduces in his poetry 
is heard in a sober, wierd key. 

The birds then conspire to rid them- 
selves of Chantecler, believing that he 
makes the sun to rise; that he is: al! 
powerful; that if he were gone there 
would be no sun and that they, the 
birds of the night, Would then reign 
supreme. 

In the third act Chantecler learns of 
the treachery of the game cock and 
the latter’s love for the pheasant. A 
duel follows and the game cock is kill- 
ed, but itn Chantecler there comes a 
blow to his optimism in realization of 
bax friend’s treachery.

As Rev. H. H. Proctor Sees ix. 


Editor Constitution: Your epoch- 
making appeal to the church for the 
ultimate solution of the problem of the 
races must command the assent of all 
thoughtful men. For at the bottom of 
all problems are morals. Morality, 
when it is genuine, is the outflowering 
of spirituality. And the ehurch is the 
one perennial fountain of spirituality. 
In the church, therefore, lies the ulti- 
mate solution of the problem that con- 
fronts us. 

And is it not most fortunaté that we 
are a religious people here in the 
south? The white people are religious, 
and the blacks are nothing if not re- 
ligious. In fact, religion is about the 
only thing we have in common. In 
the sanction of this religious power 
common to us both, lies the hopeful- 
ness of the solution of our difficulties. 
As the theory of our religion becomes 
practice, corresponding progress will 
be made in the abolition of our trou- 
bles. That is to say, creed must be- 
come life. 

If I may be permitted one word of 
adverse criticism upon those of your 
white correspondents in this sympo- 
sium, it would be this, that they do not 
seem to me to give adequate recogni- 
tion to what has been and ig being 
done by Christians among the white 
people for the colored people. If we 
seek for what is being done by the 
white Christians of the south for the 
education of the colored race, I know 
of no better example than the Payne 
cOllege at Augusta, Ga. The work 
done there by Dr. George Walker and 
his assistants is nothing short of in- 
spiring. In our own city the Presbyte.- 
rians are conducting a mission for vol- 
ored children on Fraser street that il- 
lustrates your contention exactly. I 


white men and women of our city en- 
gaged in the work of teaching the chil- 
dren of my race without a prayer of 
gratitude for their singular devotion 
and the vision of the better day they 
dre surely bringing. In my own work 
in the erection and equipment of an in 
stitutional church for my people, I have 
been greatly cheered by the practical 
cooperation of the white people of the 
city. We asked the white people of 
the city for $2,500; they gave us, in- 
stead, $5,000 in actual cash. But aside 
from these specific instances, there are 
numberlesg ways in which white Chris- 
tian people are showing their real sym- 
pathy for the church work of the col- 
ored people. 

As I have reag this symposium, it 
has been occurring to me that my own 
people needed a word of admonition 
and exhortation, and that is to be ina 
receptive attitude to any good thing 
your people may have it in their heart 
to do. While many of my people are 
advanced in the things that make a 
people, yet the great mass,, it must be 
admitted, are in a pitiable plight mor- 
ally. Nor is it strange that thig fg 80. 
Those of us who have had advantages 
over some of the rest of us, should be 
careful not to put those who really 
need the help of which you speak in 
an antagonistic attitude. I fear my 
people need the admonition of Jesus to 
Peter, who at first was unwilling to 
receive the help the Master offered. It 
requires grace and wisdom to recelyé. 

And yet, after all has been said, a 
race must be saved through its own 
leaders. Others may render temporary 
help in an emergency; but the ultimate 
work must be done by the race itself. 
As John said, “I must decrease; He 
must increase.” The constant purpose 
of the missionary must be to make 
himself unnecessary. It is the slogan 
of missionary .enterprises today that 
j the Chinese must be saved through the 
Chinese, the Japanese through the 


never go there and see those leading. 


Japanese, the Indians through the In- 
dians. The,negroes must be saved 
through the negroes. And this pecu- 
liarly fits our case here in the south. 
There is growing up a large body of 
intelligent, consecrated colored people. 
This group is much larger than some 
of your correspondents seem to think. 
They know their own people better 
than do any others of alien blood. 
a peculiar manner they have the in- 
terests of their people at heart. It is 
through this group that the masses can 
best be reached. The best way to reach 
the masses of the colored race is 
through the classes of that race. 

It is on this theory that the work 
we are doing for the colored people in 
Atlanta through our institutional 
church here proceeds. We have achurch 
plant on the corner of Courtland ave- 
nue and Houston street designed to 
utilize the classes of the race for the 
bettetment of the masses. Our church 
is open all the time, night as well as 
day, Monday as well as Sunday. It ap- 
peals to the whole man, body as well 
as soul. Through our model kitchen, 
sewing classes, gymnasium, bath, mu- 
sic room, kindergarten, library. etc., 
we are endeavoring to get hold of the 
unreached and help them in a practical 
way. 

But we are hampered in this work 
for funds. With the proper means we 
could double our efficiency. For in- 
stance, we neéeq just now a worker 
among men and boys. Take the case 
of Frank Brooks, who was executed 
last week. He was not an incorrigible. 
Hie was a boy without parental train- 
ing. who drifted into the evil resorts 
of our city, and through the evil asso- 
clations, got into vice, and, finally be- 
came a burglar and a murderer. A 
young man, whose work it would be to 
get hold of just such young fellows, 
could save many souls from death. For 
the small sum of, say $600, I could put 
a consecrated young colored man to 
work for men and boys, whose influ- 
ence would be incalculable. It seems 
to me that it is cooperation of this 
kind which, in the end, will be most 
fruitful ‘in th® present situation.

CONTROL OF VANDERBILT » 


TO BE SETTLED BY COURTS 


Nashville, Tenn., June 25.—(Speciat.) 
The refusal of the trustees of the Van- 
derbilt university to honor three men 
recently elected by the quadrienntal 
Methodist conference to fill vacancies 
on the board of trust, the polite but 
positive denial of places on the board 
to these three men and the subse- 
quent decision on the part of the edu- 
cational board of the conference to 
honor checks or calls for money to de- 

y the expenses of litigation, have 

n the rapid but rather tntense and 
determined developments in what 
promises to be a most vigorous fight 
of the church to retain its hold on the 
great institution. The contest will call 
forth every energy of the Methodist 
Church, South. 

Against the claims of the Methodist 
@hurch a great and powerful secular 
tMiffluence has been slowly developing 
and the arms of this new power seem 
mow well about Vanderbilt. To wrest 
the university from these powers, that 
are by this time termed inimical, at 
least to the church, a legal battle of 
unusual proportions is about to be 
started. The very plans are already 
laid, and the Methodists, on the one 
side, claim that it is the church of 
God that must be upheld, for all re- 
Ngious educational institutions are un- 
gafe, they say, if Vanderbilt is to be 
taken away from the church by the 
outside, secular world. 

Conference Prepares for Legal Fight. 

The Methodist conference is already 
holding out a fund for the litigation. 
The trustees who entrenched’ them- 
selves against the appointees of the 
conference on the board say they have 
the opinion of three of the ablest law- 
yers in Tennessee to their backs in 
refusing to allow the Methodist church 
to make the appointments. 

The present board is charged with 
wanting to get on the Carnegie found- 
Stion. To do thig the board must 
fortify itself and the institution 
against any possible future control by 
the Methodist church or any other 
religiouk organization. The present 
members of the board deny this most 
positively. They do want a union 
with Peabody college. That institu- 
tion. has worlds of money. The union 
cannot be accomplished with the Meth- 
edists in control of Vanderbilt, but, 
this al! sides seem agreed, is not the 
reason for refusing to allow the Meth- 
odist Conference to select the trus- 
tees, The church that has been re- 
pulsed does not know wWhy its ap- 
pointees are shut out. 

Nothing is now clearer to the gen- 
eral public than thatthe fight is direct- 
ed against the Methodist Conference 
and their right to appoint trustees of 
the board for all time. The board 
has filled all of its vacancies itself and 
gravely and determinedly resists all 
@uggestion that would ultimately mean 
the seating of the appointees of the 
meneral conference on the board of 
trustees. 

A long conflict that will bring the 
blood is on. The matter will be 
taken immediately into the courts of 
Tennessee. A brief history of the in- 
stitution and the developments that 
have brought about the wide diver- 
gence has already been worked up. 
To the general public it will be of wide 
interest. The more influential Meth- 
odists over the country are already en- 
fisted in the efforttoreclaimthe insti- 
tution. 

University and the Church. 

About 18738, certain distinguished 
Methodist leaders concluded’ they 
would do well to have a great central 
wniversity for the Methodist Episco- 
pel Church, South. ; 

To this end delegates met in the city 
@ Memphis, representing several an- 
®ual conferences of the church—there 
were eight conferences—and decided 
to secure a charter for such an institu- 
tion, calling it the “Central University 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Bouth.” The charter was obtained un- 
der the laws of Tennessee, and certain 
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provisions set out in resolutions adopt- 
ed at the meeting of delegates were 
embodied in the charter—nine resolu- 
tions in number. 

On the organization of the corpora- 
tion several of the delegates named 
were made a board of trust to hold 
the property under the charter re- 
ferred to. 

About this time Bishop McTyelire 
obtained a donation from Commodore 
Vanderbilt to the “Central University 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South,” of $500,000. . 

This was obtained mainly through 
the instrumentality of the commodore’s 
Methodist wife, who was known to 
Bishop McTyeire. 

The name of the institution was then 
changed to that of the Vanderbilt uni- 
versity. There is no provision in the 
charter for the filling of vacancies in 
its board of trust. 

These have sometimes been filled 
by the board itself, and at other times 
by the board with the approval of the 
general conference. 

In 1898 an arrangement was entered 
into by which it was agreed that the 
board of trust should elect the mem- 
bers to fill its vacancies, and these 
should be confirmed by the board of 
education appointed by the general 
conference. This arrangement was 
carried out by resolution of the gen- | 
eral conference that met at Baltimore 
that year, and became an ordinance of 
the church. Since that time all the 
trustees have been so elected. 


Where Opinions Diverge. 


At this point the two opinions con- 
cerning the institution begin to di- 
verge. 

It is contended by the majority of 
the present board of trust ‘that there 
never was any authority in the gen- 
eral conference to fill these vacancies, 
and that the board had the right to 
change at any time the regulation by 
which it agreed that the general con- 
ference board of education should con- 
firm them. 

On the other hand, those who fall on 
the side of the general conference 
contend that under the law of Ten- 
nessee, the general conference had ab- 
solute right and plenary power to 
fill the vacancies, and that such power 
has never been taken away from that 
body. 

It was contended by those who fa- 
vored the latter view above stated that 
for a long time there had been a 
strong trend to absolute independence 
of the church on the part of the in- 
stitution. This arose out of the beHef 


that the university could achieve far | 


greater success if the alleged control 
of the church was entirely abolished 
from the institution. 

The rules of the Carnegie Founda- 
tion exclude sectarian institutions, 
and it was believed that it would be of 
great advantage to the university if it 
could get on this foundation. 

In addition to this, the general edu- 
cation board will not make donations, 
it is said, for maintenance where the 
funds are partiy used to support a 
theological school or a school under 
the dominion of a church for educat- 
ing its ministry. 

Propose to Combine With Peabody. 

It was thought, also, that if the in- 
stitution could be secularized or sepa- 
rated from the church, it would have 
a better chance to combine the Pea- 
body Institute with the university 
proper. 

The latter institution bas a million 
and a half dollars of money, and is 
ready to build upon, or near to, the 
university campus ff the proper en- 
couragemoent can be given to it. 

From all these considerations it was 
believed by many that the churchwas 
about to lose the university. 

The general conference, at its recent 
session, maintaining the position that 
under the laws of Tennessee it was 
empowered to fill all vacancies in the 
board of trust, elected three trustees 
to take the place of three who had 
died. This action was taken under the

Telegram Received States 
Penalty Does Not Be- 
gin Till July 11. 


According to a telegram received 
from Washington yesterday by Colonel 
Robert J. Lowry, president of the 
Lowry National bank, the penalty at- 
tached to failure to pay the corpora- 
tion tax does not begin until July 11. 

This telegram is authentic, and 
means that the tax may be paid to 
the government at any time up to and 
including July 10, without imposition 
of the penalty. 

Owing to the doubt about the matter, 
Colonel Lowry wired to Washington 
asking for authentic information as 
to the last day for payment. He re- 
ceived the following reply Saturday 
afterncon: 

“Penalty of 5 per cent and 1 per cen* 
interest per month attaches July 11.” 

The meaning of the foregoing 1s 
clear, and the corporation which does 
not pay its tax until July 10 is safe. 
But postponement until the llth will 
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following act of the legislature of 
Tennessee, passed in 1895. It is en- 
titled, “An act for the benefit of in- 
corporated educational institutions.” 

The second section of the act is as 
follows: 

“Be it further enacted, That wher- 
ever any such educational] institution 
has been established, and is being 
maintained and patronized by, or hav- 
ing been otherwise established, is now 
being maintained and patronized by 
any religious society or denomination, 
or shall hereafter be so established, 
maintained and patronized, the repre- 
sentative governing body of such 60- 
ciety or denomination shall have the 
power and authority, at its option, te 
elect its board of directors or trustees, 
or fill vacancies occurring therein, and, 
with the consent of such boards, to in- 
crease or diminish the number of 
members thereof, as may seen to such 
body best for the welfare and judicious 
management of the institution; pro- 
vided, that in case such governing 
body shall fail or refuse to exercise 
the power given herein, then the va- 
cancies shall be filled as now pro- 
vided by law.”’ 

Many believe this act to have been 
passed with other important sections, 
for Vanderbilt. 

Those who took the side of the gen- 
era] conference contended that this act 
in express terms authorized that body 
“at its option,’’ to fill the vacancies oc- 
curring in the board of trust. 

Some four years ago a committee 
of lawyers was appointed under a 
resolution of the general conference, 
that met in Birmingham, to ascertain 
the true status of the church toward 
the property of the Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity. 

That commission, composed of five 
distinguished lawyers, one of whom, 
the chairman, is on the court of ap- 
peals of Kentucky, reported that the 
institution was owned by the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, South, and that 
under the section above quoted the 
general conference had the right to 
fill the vacancies occurring on the 
board at its option, if it saw fit to do 
so. If further reported that the bishops 
of the church were a board of common 
law visitors, with supervisory power 
over the institution. 

The majority of the board of trust. 
however, refused to accept this de- 
cision as final, only “receiving’’ it 
“with thanks.”’ The general confer- 
ence, at itg recent session, however, 
accepted it as final and proceeded to 
fil) the vacancies by electing N. E. 
Harris, A. W. Biggs and A. V. Godbey 
as trustees. 

When these gentlemen applied for 
admission to the board, they found the 
doors closed upon them and the au- 
thority of the general conference 
strongly denied. 

The board of trust, by a vote of 19 
to 8, declined to enroll the new mem- 
bers, and immediately proceeded to fill 
their places by election of the board. 

It was stated in the discussion that 
the section of the law above quoted 
had been referred to three .Tennessee 
lawyers in the city of Nashville, all of 
whom decided that the act did not ap- 
Ply to Vanderbilt university. 

One of them went so far as to hola 
that the church never had any inter- 
est in Vanderbilt—that the Central 
University of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, had failed entirely, and 
that Mr. Vanderbilt's donation consti- 
tuted the founding of the Vanderbilt 
university. The other two argued 
learnedly, it was said, against the stat- 
ute, claiming possibly that it was un- 


constitutional as applied to Vanderbil: | 


university, and was otherwise not ap- 
plicable, because the institution was 
not established by the church, was not 
patronized by the church, or was not 
now being maintained by the church. 

From this the contention of the sev- 
eral parties may be understood by the 
general public. Doubtless the questior 
will go into the courts at an early 
date, for nothing less than a decision 
of a tribunal of last resort can recon- 
cile the conflicting views of the par- 
ties at interest.

ONLY CHILDLESS WOMEN 
ARE CRYING FOR BALLOT 


---ftenry Watterson 


New York, June 25.—(Special.)— 


Colonel Henry Watterson, of The Louts- 
ville Courier Journal, who is affec- 
tionality spoken of throughout the 
country as ‘“‘Marse Henry,” in an in- 
terview today, gave some interesting 


views on woman suffrage. 


“T deplore the agitation for woman 
suffrage and other related subjects, 
because I think it tends to create sex 
antagonism,” said he. ‘Woman is the 
moral light of the world. Without her 
influence men would be ravening 
wolves. There would ber no civiliza- 
tion. I believe in the widening of 
woman’s field of work. There is prac- 
tically no profession today in which 
cap a woman cannot wear. They are 
paid less for their work, but the ballot 
will not help matters. The ballot is 
very much overestimated, in my opin 
ion, and often a most tinpleasant duty. 

“If I could remake the constitution 
I think I would take the voting power 
away from half the persons who ex- 
ercise it, and I would not inflict it 
upon woman. I hold her too high to 
wish to see her debauched by politics. 

“But is politics necessary?’ 

“Politics is muck,” replied Mr. Wat- 
terson. “In any close contest where 
the woman’s vote was determining, the 
will of the bad woman would control. 
Woman suffrage may work fairly well 


in sparsely settled community like Col- 
orado, but if it prevailed in the 
country-at-large it would debase wom- 
anhood. 

“You will find that most of the ad- 
vocates of woman suffrage are dis- 
ccontented and childless,” the colonel! 
concluded, “unless they afte society 
women, who, having exhausted the ex- 
citement of other amupement, have 
taken it up as a fad.

F. Meder is first, last and all the time 
a farmer and stock raiser. He is a 
sagacious, scientific, clear-headed, 
practical farmer, successful to an en- 
viable degree in his home country and 
giving every promise of success in his 


adopted home in the south. 

Can a Holland combination dairy 
farm, run according to scientific prin- 
ciples, be made to pay dividends in 
Alabama? That is a question to the 
solution of which Mr. Meder proposes 
to devote the remainder of his life. 

He has made good as the proprietor 
of an intensive farm in cold-cursed 
Holiand, where the land is worth 
$1,000 to $1,500 an acre, and he wishes 
to prove that as great, or greater, suc- 
cess can be achieved in the balmy 
south on land that can be bought for 
from $10 to $25 an acre. 

Having visited every section of the 
world, Egypt, Turkey, Asia’ Minor, Ja- 
pan and China, Mexico, Cuba, the east- 
ern and western coasts of the United 
States, Mr. Meder has decided to es- 
‘tablish in Baldwin county, Alabama, 
the twin of an amazingly successful 
dairy farm he has built up ina little 
hollow in Holand. 

Mr. and Mrs. Meder were recent visi- 
tors to Atlanta. It was part of their 
honeymoon trip, they having. been 
married only a few months. They 
grew up together as children in Hol- 
land. While here Mr. Meder combined 
business with pleasure by purchasing 
from the Dunn Machinery Company 4 
complete equipment of machinery for 
his dairy establishment. This ma- 
ehinery has now been installed at the 
Meder place in Baldwin county, Ala- 
bama, making the place one of the 
most up-to-date and es dairy 

hments in the south. 
tis native country, where the 
hard winters are six months long, ih 
Meder dreamed of a place where the 
cattle could graze for from nine Rasy 
twelve months out of the year. e 
found it near the gulf coast of the 

Inited States. 
: He proposes to apply the skill, en- 
ergy and world-wide experience in 
farming which he has acquired, to 
making a success of his new venture 
in Alabama. That this aggressive, ed- 
ueated and fearless young Hollander 
will succeed is a foregone conclusion. 

But he has some rigid rules that he 
expects to follow in his new home. 
They may be taken to heart by many 
a southern farmer. He says: 

“Take care of your cows. House 
your machinery and your tools. Re- 
member, they will rust out faster than 
they will wear out. 

“Keep your houses and barns and 
fences painted. It will be cheaper ih 
the long run, and will add vastly to 
the looks of your place. 

Don’t Keep Cow Boarders. 

“Don't keep any boarders in your 
cow stable. If a cow is not paying 
for her keep, get rid of her.” 

In his native country William F. 
Meder is known as Baron Meder. He 
has dropped the “baron” and adopted 
the soubriquet of “boss.” 

“There is no objection to calling me 
baron.” he said, “but I prefer to be 
called ‘boss’ and to wear working 
clothes. They fit me _ better than 
haron and the frock coat and high hat. 
Y believe in being a gentleman and 
on the square. [n this country IT do 
not wish to make a display of my tl- 
tle.” 

The typical Americanism of the re- 
mark augurs well for the clean, ag- 
gressive, broad-shouldered and ambi- 
tious young Hollander, who has cast 
his fortunes with the south. He will 
continue to run his farm near Harlem 
by mail. 

“On my place there I cleared $4,000 
a year. That is equivalent to $10,000 


here.” he said, “considering the differ- | 


ent standards of living.” 

Baron Meder, or Boss Meder, of Bons 
Secour Farm, Foley, Ala., believes in 
intensive farming. On a place of only 
80 acres he expects to support three 
families and make a good profit in 
addition. 

“I propose to follow the Holland 
style on an American base,” he said. 
in telling of his venture. “Here in 
America you have so many ugly farms. 
I wish to avoid that. The dairy farm 
will be our home as well as our place 
of business. 


“I try to make my home beautiful— | 


a place for beth hard work and enjoy- 
ment. I keep the lawn like a carpet, 
and there are flower beds, too. I fol- 
low the style from home and adapt it 
to loca] conditions. The way in which 
so many farm buildings are put up in 
America may be profitable financially, 
but it is not attractive. The buildings 
are never painted. There is never a 
hoe in the yard to keep out the weeds. 
There seems never to be a broomsweep 
on Saturday evening to make the place 
look nice and clean for Sunday. We 
like to give our place an appearance 
of cleanliness and beauty without 
spending a large amount of money on 
it. A private garden and a castle 
cannot, of course, be Kept on a farm. 
No Climate Like South's. 

“T] have traveled over a large part 
of the world, but there is no climate 
like that of southern Alabama. In 
Holland we have six months winter, 
with snow, fog and rain. The ther- 
mometer goes to 10 degrees below Zero. 
Here we no longer suffer in winter. 
Zt is not very hot in summer. We are 
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only 10 miles from the gulf and have a 
good breeze every night. 

“I am not an agent for any land 
company, so I have no interest in 
boosting this section, but if any one 
wishes to emigrate to the south, I can 
recommend this section without having 
any side interest. Any One who comes 
here will find that we Hollanders wish 
also to give them a good reception, 
and that we want to emulate the south- 
ern hospitality.’ 

The ancestors of Baron Meder were 
gin distillers, and came originally from 
Amsterdam. They produced the Swan 
gin of Schiedam. The distillery in 
which it is produced has been ifn the 
family for 187 years, It is still run- 
ning, being controlled by Mr. Meder’s 
mother since the death of his father. 

At the age of 18 Meder graduated 
from the University of Leipsic, Ger- 
many. He went into the office of the 
distillery, but did not like it at all, 
and followed his desire to be a farmer. 
He began as an apprentice on an 85- 
acre farm—they believe in intensive 
farming in Holland—and after two 
years went to Count de Gerlicz dairy 
farm just outside of Paris. 

Coming to America, he worked as a 
common farm hand on a big farm in 
California, and put in a year working, 
studying and traveling in the west. 
Next he went home and was sent by 
the royal government to work in the 
experimental stations in the Fast In- 
dies and made trips of investigation 
to Japan and China. 

Later on he became manager of the 
experimental station on the Island of 
Celebes, of which his brother was gOvV- 
ernor. When the latter died of ty- 
phoid fever Meder went home, bought 
a farm of 60 acres and utilized in or- 
ganizing it all the good things he had 
encountered in his travels. 

Take Care of Hi achinery. 

“Of course I. had adapt it to suit 
climatic condit and the general 
purpose I had view,” he said. “It 
is not a fancyfplace, but it is kept 
clean and negt looking. I have my 
machinery painted when it has done 
outside service. This is something I 
never saw done in this country. 

“I keep there forty head of Friesian 
thoroughbreds, which give me 500 gal- 
lons of milk a week. I use the Bab- 
cock testing method. A prize winning 
bull is always kept for service, and I 
have young ones for sale. My cows 
are brushed every day when they are 
in the stable. The stable season is 
six months and they stay tied up all 
that time. When the stable season be- 
gins the cows are clipped from head 
to toe, so they can be more easily 
Kept clean. 

“The tails of all the cows are tied 
to the ceiling, so that when they lie 
down the tail of each cow hangs just 
above the drain and she has the free 
use still to chase flies. 

A Breeder of Horses. 

“T was the first man to introduce 
the American style of riding in Hol- 
land. I usually keep three horses for 
pleasure and generally train runners 
for a friend of mine. I kept an Ameri- 
can stable jockey. I keep four native 
draft horses, all mares, and breed them 
every year to an American trotter, as 
the combination makes a fine and not 
too light road horse. The colts get 
speed and endurance from the sire and 
action and..@® from our dams. In 
1906 and later in 1908 I was respective- 
ly fourteen and six in the lst of 
prize winning trainers. My farm is 3 
wiles from Harlem. The land on 
which it is situated was fifty years 
ago a lake and was drained. I now 
1un that farm by mall. It is in charge 
of a sup2rintendent.”’ 

Has Traveled Widely. 

That Mr. Meder should have decided 
to settle down in the southeastern 
part of the United States is worthy of 
special note when it is considered that 
he has traveled over a very large part 
of the face of the globe, the uncivilized 
as well as the civilized part. 

When in Atlanta recently, he told of 
having left Holland two years ago for 
a tour of the world with a_ friend. 
They visited New York, Chicago, Lou- 
isville, Lexington, Asheville and the 
Biltmore. farm, the east coast of Flor- 
ida, Cuba and Mexico. 

In Mexico they had an exciting en- 
counter which came near resulting fa- 
tally. They were the victims of an 
attempted hold-up. 

“We killed two of the bandits and 
captured the third one,” said Mr. Meder 
in telling about it.“. I was nearly stab- 
bed to death, and was shot through my 
left wrist. A knife was stuck in my 
neck on the left side just below the 


| throat. 


ear, the point projecting from the 
I was laid up for two weeks.” 

From Mexico the young travelers 
went to Arizona, California, and thence 
to Hawali, Japan and China. They 
penertated 800 miles into the interior 
without protection. At Tien-Tsen they 
boarded the trans-Siberian railroad and 
journeyed in eighteen days to Moscow, 
thence to St. Petersburg, finally arriv- 
ing in Berlin. He says: 

“IT forgot to tell you I have also 
traveled in Egypt, Palestine, Asia Mi- 
nor, Turkey, Greece, Italy, Austria, 
Switzerland and Denmark. I know 
Germany. France and Belgium as I 
know my poc«et.” 

After all these world travels, Mr. 
Meder decides to settle down at Foley, 
Ala., and conduct a dairy farm on 80 
acres of land. 

“I will make butter and ship it to 
Mobile. Maybe I will also make some 
Edam cheese.” 

Planning the Farm Buildings. 

In telling Bow he had planned his 
various buildings at Foley, Ala., Mr. 
Meder said: 
gl build my plece in the shape of a 
U. One wing is made up of the ma- 


}chinery sheds and feeq room, with silo | 


pers inside. On the other side of 
the yard are the horse stable and cow 
stable and the wagon shed. In the 
center is the windmill, with tank hav- 
ing a capacity of 2,000 gallons, with 
connections to every building. 

“My own house is in front and over- 
looks the yard. In the rear of my 
house is the foreman’s house. 

“In the machinery shed, next to the 
foreman’s house, [| keep in one room 
the plows, etc. Next is the room for 
sawing wood; next the creamery next 
the feed room in which the silo is 
partly bullit. Adjoining that is the 
cow stable, built of concrete. Behind 
that is the manure pile In the ma- 
chinery room is an ll-horse power 
Foos engine It works on the main 
shaft which runs through all the 
bullding except the first floor So you 
see I have all my machinery under a 
roof and protected My buildings are 
made of dresseg lumber; have been 
painted. twice, so as to keep the pitch 
in the wood, and are built on a stone 
foundation 

On Keeping Manure. 

“The way the American farmers 
keep their barnyard manure is awful 
bad; in my country we do it on a quite 
different style. 

“The farmer who has money builds 
a cellar of cement at least 40x40 feet, 


} about 2 feet deep, which is covered by 


a cement roof, in which are about 40 
holes 2% feet square. It must not be 
too far away from the cow stable, and 
the manure should be removed at least 
once a day. It is better for the clean- 
liness in the stable twice, brought on 
the roof of the cellar—I mean, not 
thrown on the roof at I see here, for 
then there stay spots in your heap, 
where the atmosphere has admission, 
and there will me mouldy spots in it 
later when you spread it; but it 
should be perfectly well laid down, 
even. The next day, not on the same 
corner, but on a different one, so that 
the pile gradually goes higher, but 
stays perfectly even in height 
around. 


wet part will go down, and should be 


wagon, with at least 50 per cent 
water added; not a spreader with pipes 
like a water wagon, the pipes will ob- 
struct, but it should have a big round 
board at the end of the frame so that 
the stuff runs over it; you will never 
have trouble in this way. 

“If the manure pile ig treated in that 
way, it will become tighter. If you 
do not want to use it, and your cows 
are in the pasture, never let it lay, but 
cover it up on top at least one foot 
thick of soil. The sun will not pene- 
trate in it, and it will not dry out, and 
you will not lose any ammonia. 

“If you cannot make the cement oel- 
lar, make a hole of that capacity in 
the ground and treat it as described 
above. You will see that your extra 
cost and labor get paid for. 

“In this section the climate is warm, 
and it is, in my opinion, a necessary 
thing to have your cow stable of con- 
crete, in order to keep it clean in a 
perfect way; for already in the stable 
the rotting process starts, and, in the 
first place, the urinals; this is changed 
by the mixing with water in carbonic 
ammonia acid. The carbonic ammojiia 
acid is easily dissociated, and the am- 
moniac parts, which counts for the 
smell. 

“The top part of the manure pile, 
when it is cévered up, will be hot— 
maybe 60 to 70 degrees. If the temper- 
ature raises, a considerable loss in 
azote and ammonia takes place; then 
the manure should be kept moist. I 
mean, not inundated. Then the forming 
of the carbonic ammonta acid goes on 
out of the urinals, and the manure 
stays alcalic. 

“In case the manure may be too hot, 
it is better to spray it every day a lit- 
tle with water; at the same time, in my 
country, all the other manure, from 
horses, sheep, even the compost from 
the toilet, is worked through it. 

“In Holland all the farming is done 
on the intensive style. Of course the 
rotation system of growing crops is 
used. It takes more money to run that 
kind of a farm than the ordinary ex- 
tensive farm. The most intensive farms 
grow only those products which are 
highest in price—bulbs, canary § seed, 
mustard, onions, caraway, flowers, early 
vegetables, seed for flowers and vege- 
tables, or products for the factory, as 
Sugar beets and potatoes. 

Raises His Own Stock Feed. 

“I am able to grow all my hay, 
turnips and oats; so that I have very 
little feed to buy. That is one of the 
drawbacks in this section. 

“In Holland our meadow land has 
been meadow maybe 200 years, with- 
out ever having a plow tn it, and keeps 
its fertility by the graging of the cat- 
tle. We do not like to have many 
horses in them and generally feed the 
horses mown grass or clover in the 
stable. We never make more than one 
cut of hay from th esame land and al- 
ways every other year. 

“The manure which the cattle drops 
on the land is spread out and crushed 
with the shovel every week and never 
stays where it lays down, so there 
are never any spots where the cows 
don’t like to eat. 

Sometimes this rotation is followed, 
first year rape seed, second rye, third 
Irish potatoes (there are no sweet po- 
taties in Europe), fourth, barley; fifth, 
native red clover; Bixth, wheat; 
seventh, potatoes; eighth, oats; ninth, 
mixture of grass and clover. 

“In Holland we never have fences, 
but the borderline is always a ditch, 
and the pieces of land which are used 
for grazing cattle, the so-called ‘park 
grazing’ are surrounded by ditches 
also. 

"To run a dairy, combined with 
growing of your own feed, you need 
considerable money, but when you once 
have arranged it that way, you make 
easy money and improve your land at 
the same time, without having to buy 
too many fertilizers. 

“On a combination farm there should 
be kept only the better class of cows, 
for instance only registered ones, the 
Babcock testing method being used, one 
knows his go00d cows and sells the 
boarders, even when they look good. 

“There are many farms like the 
above in my country. They average 
about 50 acres, on which they keep 20 
head of fulgrown cattle, two or three 
horses for the warm work and delivery 
of the products, young cattle as calves 
and heifers, sometimes a half dozen 
sheep, which are generally Kept to 
@at the rest of the meadowland in 
the fall, so that it becomes like it is 
raised. These farms produce, at the 
same time, enough hay (native clover 
and timothy mixed), to feed during the 
winter time, being generaily from No- 
vember 1 to May 1. 

“The only thing the owner of such 


a farm has to buy, is linseed, which 


ts sold in the form of 1-pound cakes, 


every cow gets about 3 to 4 pounds 
a day, sometimes the owner may buy 
the beet pulp from the factory, if the 
distance is not too far. It makes an 
excellent stomach-filler, but contains 
not much strength. 

“Most farmers own a smal] kerosene 
motor, as kerosene in Europe is much 
cheaper than gasoline, and run their 
own meal mill, chop their hay, grass,

cf head, 20% inches; forehead, 9 
inches broad, between horns 6 inches;

inches; wight, 1,500 pounds. 

“They should be purely black and 
white and have no black spot whatever 
lower than the heel, even a black spot 
on the hoof is a mistake, br even when 
the bottom part nfight have it, a black 
spot lower than the heel is only allow- 
ed if attached to a black one, which is 
higher on the leg than the heel. 

“The head should be nicely attached 
to the body, with a graceful neck; 
they should be built square and have 
the skin silky and wide. The milk- 
mirror, the part of skin below the tail, 
should be wide, silky and plainly vis- 
ible, good uther, with sound teats, 
horns not to be set too much to the 
sky; this makes you a good Friesian 
type. Thev avcrage from 6 to 8 quarts 
of milk a day with a per cent of near- 
ly 4 per cent. 

“We breed also the Lakenvelders, or 
Dutch Belted cattle. We do not use 
them, as we do not like the dimen- 
sions; they are smaller, biokkier and 
are sold to this country for fancy 
prices for tho hair. We say at home 
we are not hairdressers, but want milk. 

‘There is a great speculation in cat- 
tle and the weekly markets to cite 
only Amsttrdam, Rotterdam, Purme- 
rend and Leeuwarden, Leiden and 100 
more every week, show you what an 
immense number of cows change 
neands. It is nothing particular to see 
at these above weekly markets over 
1,000 head of cattle a day and in the 
fall the special fall markets attract 
still more business. 

“Most of our cattle are butchered dt 
home and one-quarter of it shipped to 
England, which is always short in beef 
and mutton. Our dressed meat beats 
anything. A special feature of our 
beef is that the muscles are very weak 
and there is nearly no fat, because we 
feed no corn. The work horses on the 
farm are always mares and we try to 
breed them every year, mostly to Nor- 
man. Americar trotter or Oldenburg 
horses. 

Breeding Thoroughbred Horses. 

At Colorado Hoeve, my own place, 
I bred s3me thoroughbreds, too, and 
the favorite to the Derby which is to 
be run in June this year was born 
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there and sold as a 2-year-old to Baron- 
ness de Brienen. Expectation is his 
name and he has never run yet. May- 
be he will win and bring me the breed- 
er’s fee, which amounts to $1,000. The 
best bred 2-year-old, Dutch Fox, was 
bred by me and is owned also by the 
Baroness de Brienen and has to make 
his debut this year. 

“I have trained some horses for a 
couple of friends and was very suc- 
cessful in the years 1905 and 1907. It 
was I who brought out the first Ameri- 
can jockey who rode after the style 
from T. S'oan, when I was younger 
than 20 Ll rode myself in gentieman 
ste¢plechases and have been twice at 
the head of the winning mounts, but 
I got too heavy and had to give it up. 
I won once the Queén’s cup steeple- 
chase, 3 miles, on an outsider, 25 to 1, 
and the Ladies’ steeplechase the next 
day, 2% miles, on the favorite. The 
prizes consisted respectively of a asail- 
ver cup, a bronze object d'art, $1,000 
and $559, sani some winnings on bet- 
ting, but I went in more for the sport 
than for the gambling part.”

BIENNIAL SESSIONS 
IN HOUSE AGAIN 


For the third time this session, the 
lower house of the general assembly 
will probably be called upon to ex- 
press itself some time this week on 
the question of holding biennial ses- 
sions of the legislature. 

Having twice defeated efforts to pass 
the house bill providing for biennial 
sessions, the house will be confronted 
with the necessity of disposing of the 
senate bill to the same effect, which 
passed the upper house last year, and 
which is the first bill on the senate 
calendar in the house This bill was 
introduced in the senate by Senator 
Julian McCurry. 

It doesn’t require the services of a 
prophet to tell what the house will 
do with the bill, in view of the fact 
that it has already declared twice in 
favor of annual sessions. 

Another bill o finterest which will 
probably come up during the week is 
the automobile bill introduced last 
year by Representatives Boyd, of 
Spalding: MacIntyre, of Thomas, and

The measure fixes the speed limit 
for automobile in the city and-in the 
country; provides for registration and 
fixes other provisions for operating 
motor vehicles in the state. 

The hill would have been brought up 
for passage last year, but was tabled 
because the absence of several mem- 
bers would have endangered its pass- 
age at the time it came up for consid- 
eration, 

The pressing necessity for a uniform 
law, applicable to the entire state, is 
universally recogniaed, and it is be- 
lieved the measure will pass by a safe 
majority.

More names were added to the state's 
pension rolls during 1909 than were 
lost by reason of death and other 
causes. The new names numbered 
1,304, and the losses 1,118, making the 
net tcetal gain 186. These names calléd 
for an increase of $11,159 in pension 
payments, the total payments to all 
pensioners for the year being $938,934.

Benares, 1910.—(Special Correspona- 
ence.)—-This is the holiest city on the 
face of the globe. All who die within 
0 miles of Benares, whether they be 
Hindoos or Mohammedans, Buddhists 
Or Christians, liars or thieves, go 
Straight to heaven. Even to. visit 
Benares wipes away sin, and to bathe 
in the holy Ganges which flows by 
it will make you eternally happy. It 
is the greatest pilgrimage city on 
earth. The tomb of Confucius in China, 
the birthplace of Mchammed at Mecca 
and the Church of the Holy Sepulcher 
at Jerusalem all put together have not 
half the worshipers. More than a mi}]- 
lion pilgrims annually kneel at these 
*ehrines, In coming to them thousands 
have prostrated themselves again and 
again measuring their journey by their 
Own lengths, and every pilgrim thus 
goes around the holy spots near the 
c'ty, making a circuit of 4 miles. This 
Pil@rimage takes six full days, and 
the route is marked with temples and 
ehrines.

she threw her arms around his neck 
and gave him a hug. It made me 
think of Apis, the bull of Mem- 
phis, who was worshiped by the 
Egyptians, and also the fair lo, whom 
Juno turned into a cow because of the 
flirtations of Jupiter. 

These sacred cows and bulls are to 
be seen everywhere. They are bovine 
gentiemen and ladies of leisure who go 
about staring into the shops and 
the 
way. Now and then they visit a fruit 


stand or vegetable seller’s and take a 


bite of such food as they fancy. The 
people’ do not strike them or ill-treat 
them in any way. They will not eat 
beef and to slaughter cattle would not 
only lose them their caste in this

Outside the Golden Temple stood men 
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peddling flowers for the bulls and also 


anklets and other jewelry 
for women and men. There were a 
score of beggars, and the lame, halt 
and blind were jostled by the bulls 
and cows. One poor fellow, all skin 
and bones and naked except for a 
breech cloth, had lost his arms at the 
biceps, and he wagged the red stumps 
at me as he nodded his head to the 
brass plate on his knee. He was de- 
lighted with the one-fourth of a cent 
which I gave him. 
On the Holy Ganges. 

Benaresg is holy largly because it 
lies on the Ganges. That river is more 
to the Indian than the Jordan is to 
the Christian. If a Hindoo prays with- 
in one hundred miles of its banks that 
prayer will wipe out the sins of three 
past generations, and if he hag his 
head shaved he will have a million 
years in Paradise for every hair that 
floats off on the stream. Bathing 
in the Ganges washes off sin, and this 
is so from its source, where the river 
flows out of the toe of the god Vish- 
nu, high up in the Himalayas, to where 
it empties at last in the Bay of Bengal. 

There are hundreds of places along 
are especially holy. 
Two hundred thousand pilgrims an- 
nually visit the mouth of the river, 
and I saw thousands bathing in it at 
Calcutta. Some pilgrims make jour- 
neys almost from the source to the 
mouth, being years on the way. Just 
now many are coming to the holy 
places by railroad, and the pilgrimage 
traffic to Benares is enormous. The 
city is now fAlled with pilgrims. In 
some respects the place makes me 
think of a camp meeting, a great Hin- 
doo watering place where the people 
come to rest their bodies while saving 
their souls. It is in a sense the Ocean 
Grove or Chautauqua of Hindustan. 
The town has more than 200.000 people, 
and poor and rich visit it from reli- 
gious motives. Many of the rajahs 
and princes have villas here, and the 
river is walled with temples, rest- 
houses and beehives of humanity be- 
longing to clubs. These buildings 
wall the river for 3 miles, and they 
have steps going down under the water 
far out into the stream, which @re 
filled with bathers washing away their 
sins.

Among the Bathers. 


If you have any doubt that the Hin- 
doos believe their sins are washed 
away by the Ganges, come with me to 
the river. We shall take a launch 
and ride down among the bathers and 
see whether their actiong prove their 
belief. The mornings here are cold 
and raw. We put on our overcoats 
and shiver as we sit on the deck. It 
is the duty of the Hindoo worshiper 
to take a bath, before breakfast. The 
sun is just,Tising, but we find the 
stream full. The steps are crowded 
with worshipers clad in the thinnest 
of cotton. There are shriveled old 
men and women, wrapped in a single 
breadth of dirty white stuff, standing 
waist-deep in the water and holding 
up their long, thin, bony arms, while 
With chattering teeth they mutter 
prayers to their gods. Now and then 
they duck down into the water. com- 
ing up gasping and looking colder 
than ever. . Such bathing for you and 
me would mean death. it may mean 
but here death is sai- 
vation. 

There are aiso plump girls and young 
men, The nut-brown skins of the maid 
ens shine as the water trickles over 


| them, and their bright eyes flash at us 


as they whisper their prayers. They

aid them in their worship at the tem- 
ples. 

As we go down fthe river we see 
that the bathers keep on their clothas 
as they enter the water, although these 
clothes are often no more than a 
breach clout. The Hindoos think it in- 
decent to go naked into the Ganges, 
and they were very indignam at some 
Englishmen who bathed here not long 
ago perfectly nude. They call the river 
Mother Ganga and when they step down 
into it speak of being embraced by the 
goddess. 

The woman bathers are usually clad 
in only one garment and this a cotton 
Sheet which clings to their bodies. As 
they leave they turn their backs to 
the men and, removing the cloth, wash 
it and themselves while they pray. 
They do not seem to care for the ex- 
posure of anything but their faces 
and a woman may pull the cloth from 
her bosom to cover her eyes. As to 
the old women, some of those here

How the River Saves the Dead. 
As our boat goes onward we pass 
temple after tample, on the steps of 
which sit half-naked priests with boxes 
of red paint before them, marking the 
believers with the. signs of the gods. 
A little farther on we come to a break 
in the buildings. There is a gulley in 
the heart of the city lined with what 
look like bonfires or campfires. 
We are nearer and can see that the 
wood of each fire has been piled up 
in a square, and on the top of each 
lies a corpse. Those are the bodies of 
the dead who are being burned on the 
banks of the Ganges, that their ashes 
may float outyupon its waters and their 
souls go straight to heaven. I have 
seen cremation in many lands, but 
nothing like this. The bodies are 
burned right out in the open, and. the 
nearest relative of the dead lights the 
fire. The wood is usually arranged 
by Doms, a cértain caste who, ac- 


cording to the Hindoo rites, can start, 
They |

furnish the fire for the burning. 
can see some standing about. 

Now we are just opposite the funeral 
pyfe. The wind has sprung up and is 
fanning the flame. There is a crack- 
ling and frying, the smoke becomes 
denser and that fat Brahmin at the 
left has burst out In a blaze.. It is a 
horrible sight, and the more so from 
the hurry of the relatives, who stir up 
the fires that they may burn, out the 
quicker. See, there is one warming. 
his hands in those flames, and at the 
fire nearer the river some boys have 
pulled up their gowns and are toasting 
their thighs and calves by their burn- 
ing fathers and brothers. 

We land from our boats and stop 4 
while watching the scene. There are 
ashes and fires everywhere. Here a 
woman lies on the pyre. She4s clad in 
white cotton and her shaved head rests 
on a dirty blue pillow 6 inches in 
thickness. Her arms are folded. She 
is as thin as a skeleton and is probably 
a widow. Next to her is the corpse 
of a well-to-do merchant. It is also 
in cotton. The Doms take it, strip 
off the clothes and prepare it for 
burning. The. pile ef cordwood i15 
ready. It is 2 feet high and about 6 
feet square. They first spread white 
cheese cloth upon it and then raise 
the naked body and lay it out at full 
length. They cover it with cheese 
cloth. It has now a mosquito netting 
above and a mosquito netting below, 
that is all. More wood fs piled up, 
kindling sticks of cedar are inserted 
and @ shovel of coal is brought from 
that fire at the right. Oil] is poured 
on, the fire lighted and the cremation 
goes On until nothing but ashes is left. 
The relatives throw these into the 
Ganges and the ceremony is over. The 
caste which superintends the crema- 
tions is said to be rich, and one of 
them has made $600,000 in burning 
the dead. They have various charges 
for each body, acording €o the wealth 


of the owner. 

A peasant may be burned for a dol- 
lar or 80, while a rajah will get off 
cheap at $800. I am told that payment 
must be made before the Business be- 
gins, and no money no fire. The bodies 
of the poor are often not more than 
half consumed, and there are vultures 
hanging about, which feed upon the 
corpses, snatching the flesh out of tho 
river as it floats down the stream. 

A Shave for Two Cents. 

As we walk up through the city we 
stop at an open place near the river 
and watoh the barbers shaving and 
shampooing the worshipers after their 
bath in the Ganges. The price for a 
shave is 2 cents, for a hair cut the 
same, and for a shampoo from the 
toes and finger tips to the crown is 
only 4 cents. The shaving is differ- 
ent from ours. Both barber and cus- 
tomer are almost naked and they sit 
on the ground. The barber squatg on 
his heels as he works. See this man 
being shaved. His neck and chin have 
been scraped and also the evebrows. 
The barber is now shaving him under 
the arm and taking the hair off his 
chest. Before he has finished thg 
man’s skin: will be as bare as a drum 
head, save for one little black lock left 
On the crown. You can see it, there 
now. It is so small we can count the 
hairs in {t. There are just thirteen 
all told, and they are about 6 inches 
long. That is the holy queue, which 
every Hindoo preserves in order that 
his soul may be pulled into heaven 
when he passes away.

A VERY RELIGIOUS PEOPLE 


By Archibald Marshall. 

Ober-ammergau, Jtne_ 18.—(Special 
Cable.)—-When the weekly perform- 
ance of the play is over and the crowds 
of strangers who. have .thronged the 
village have mostly departed Ober- 
ammergau settles down again to its 
ordinary workaday life. 

It is a fascinating place. 
it a village because it is 
to think of it as a town, in 
1,650 inhabitants. It seems to be built 
anyhow, and although I have been 
waiking about it for nearly a week I 
hardly yet known where I am if I lose 
sight of cergain well-known landmarks. 
The houses are white, with deep-browed 
red roofs. Many of them are gally 
painted, not only as to their woodwork 
and with quaint devices round windows 
and doors, but with pictures, sacred or 
profane, and one of .them has the 
whole of its wall space decorated in 
this way with frescoes done 100 years 
ago by a great master in the art. The 
tortuous streets are full of little shops 
and some big ones, in most of which 
carvings are displayed for sale, and 
in this festival vear there are tempor- 
ary booths besides, for the sale of 
postcards or other tMings that the mod- 
ern traveler has need of. The Rocky 
mountains, clothed with dark pines and 
still in part snow-covered, rise on eith- 
ern traveler has need of. The rocky 
highest peak is an enormous wooden 
cross so far above you that it looks as 
if it were made of matchwood. 

A Religious People. 

As you walk about the streets and 
the country roads almost everyone you 
meet hails you with “Gruss Gott!’ and 
the men and boys raise their green, 
feathered hats. They are the most 
courteous and gentle-mannered people 
I have ever met, and I think the most 
truly religious.- You soon get used to 
the tong hair of the men, even when 
vou see it on the road-sweepers. This 
morning I passed Barabbas sweeping 
a road as I walked out into the coun- 
try. He was smoking a long china 
pipe, and he looked ,up, took off, his 
hat, and gave me his “Gruss Gott” 
with the mildest expression. The true 
Oberammergauer never cuts his hair. 
When the Passion Play’ was Interrupted 
in 1870 by the ‘Fraco-Prussian war 
those who were liable for military 
service had to. go, but they were al- 
lowed to keep their hair long. Nine- 
teen of those who were to have taken 
part in the Passion Play never. came 
back.

COUNTY’S ROADS 


COMPLIMENTED BY TOURISTS 


By Frank Weldon. 

A mud-bespattered auto stopped at 
the artesian well in Montezuma a few 
days ago, and the tourists looked anx- 
jously up and down the street. 

Noting their puzzled expression, a 
citizen approached and courteously 
asked if he could be of gervice to. them. 

“We would iike to know the name 
of this county,” said one of the party. 

“You are in Macon county, the finest 
in—”’ 

“You needn’t tell us. We know it is 
the finest county in the United States. 
You have the best road between At- 
lanta and here. We had a terrible time 
Getting through the mud in Monroe 
county and above there, and we had 
some rough experiences south of Bibb, 
but from Marshaliville to this city the 
road is subjerb. Any county that bullds 
roads like yours, is bound to be fine.” 

Cc. H. McKenzie, who arrived the 
Same day from Atlanta, said that the 
road from Marshaliville was as good 
as Peachtree street. 

Minor Lewis, who had to leave his 
car at Byron a few days before on 
account of the mud, said there was no 
road between Marshalliville and Atlanta 
that could approach the highway which 
is being completed across his county. 

“Come with us and we will show 
you,” said W. L. McKenzie, and he and 
Superintendent J. R. Lame took the 
writer over miles of splendid roads, 
through the richest plantations and 
peach orchards in Georgia. 

Macon is building excellent, perma- 
Went roads, and she is keeping them

up. Few counties are doing that, but 
Superintendent Lane puts his drags to 
work after every rain. Instead of buy- 
ing factory-made drags at $30 or more 
apiece, he builds them at $2 each, and 
he says they do better work because 
they iron out the rough places instead 
of scraping the surface. 

“We have a smal! force of convicts,” 
he stated, “but we built 25 miles of 
permanent road last year and repaired 
300 miles. Our construction, including 
grading, costs $600 a mile, and with the 
split-log drag we maintain them for 


{ about $5 per mile per year.” 


Mr. Lane uses sand clay, gravel or 
top soil for surfacing, selecting the 
best material to be -found close at 
hand. He is fortunate in finding a 
g00d quality of gravel, often right 
along the highway. He makes his own 
Surveys, and his grades are light and 
curvés broad and sweeping. He is put- 
ting in concrete underdrains wherever 
he makes a replacement. 

“Concrete ts cheaper in the long run,” 
he remarked. “I have built a concrete 
drain with a 4-foot opening for $2.50 
per running foot, and the concrete 
will last forever.” 

Do the people appreciate the im- 
provement in their highways? 

One of the large planters Says 
would not take $5.000 for 
which runs by his place. 

Frank Holt has given a large part of 
$1,000 to the county-to build a road 
from Montezuma out to his farm, 5 
miles.

This county will not connect with 
Sumter’s improvement of the Ogle- 
thorpe road this year. There is other 
work ahead of that, but it will prob- 
ably be reached next year. 

The 2 miles between Montezuma and 
Oglethorpe are very bad. except the 
bridge. Most of that bit of road is 
within the limits of the two towns. 
Oglethorpe's end is particularly bad. 

Montezuma is growing much more 
rapidly than Oglethorpe, although the 
latter ig the county seat, and two- 
thirds of the county’s population are 
on the Oglethorpe side of the river. 

While the county's road force is small, 
it is efficient. A large proportion of 
the convicts are trusties. Not a single 
prisoner wears shackles—not even the 
life men. Their quarters are sanitary, 
and the men are well fed and cared 
for. The farm furnishes a surplus of 
vegetables which are exchanged at the 
stores for fresh meats, flour, sirup and 
coffee. The superintendent gets 
best quality of store goods. 

There has been only one escape this 
vear, and that man was captured ina 
few hours, although he made 45 miles 
while he was at liberty. 

Many Macon county people say they 
have the best road builder in the state. 
He certainly gets results, even with a 
small force and a small amount of 
money. One secret of his success is 
that what he does he does well. Being 
a practical engineer, and having had 
years of railway construction experi- 
ence, he locates his roads advantage- 
ously and gives especial attention to 
drainage. Then, by using the drag, he 
keeps his roads in such excellent con- 
dition that even the tourists stop to 
compliment them. 


LONDONERS TIRED 
UF MODEL HOUSES 


London, June 26.—(Spectal Cable.)— 
The Londoner is getting tired of 
“model” dwellings. He is objecting to 
the noise above and below,tothe com- 
mon washhouse, and the public stairs 
and passages. 

More than that, he is tired of paved 
yards. He wants a garden. He has 
realized what some of the borough 
councils are now learning, that a gar- 
den is an attraction which, once it has 
sxripped the householder, gives no peace 
until he can boast of his little patch. 

This is the*experience of many of the 
central boroughs of London from 
which the people are going, to live, 
where, for the same rent as they pay 
for their rooms in “models,” they can 
get a house or half a house with a 
share of a tiny garden a penny tram- 
way-car ride away. 

In Bermondsey the question of empty 
“models” has led to the discovery that 
in a very small area once thickly pop- 
ulated by the working classes there 
are 131 unoccupied tenements of 369 
rooms, capable of housing 738 persons. 

All over London there exists the 
same disposition to avoid the “models” 
which the county and borough councils 
have erected, 

Municipal Models Do Not Pay. . 

The London county counci) is find- 
ing that cottages with little gardens 
are eagerly sought after, but block 
neglected. 

These dwellings donot pay their 
way. Many of those belonging to the 
borough councils are in the same posi- 
tion, and Bermondsey is so badly hit 
this year that it has been necessary to 
levy a rate of a halfpenny to pay the 
accumulated losses on the dwellings. 

The Hailes Charity. Estate, in the 
neighborhood of the Elephant and Cas- 
tle, has had to cease its grants to 
charities in consequence of a loss of 
tenants. 

Years ago the trustees had hundreds 
of waiting tenants on their books, 
ready even to pay Key money. Today 
these waiting tenants and others have 
gone. 

The electric tr&@mway cars have 
taken people out of the crowded dis- 
tricts for a ride to the outskirts. 

In their trips they have discovered 
many things, one of which is that a 
little house with a garden gives them 
much more happiness at no more cost 
than rooms in a “model.” 

It is the tramway car which has 
brought about this revolution.

Rex Ellingwood Beach is a comparatively young man, but he 
has had a career so far that compares for vicissitudes in some degree 
with that of Mark Twain, and perhaps this resemblance of experi- 
ence partly accounts for the genuineness of his humor and the grip 
and reality with which he writes in his plays and stories. 


~ Mr. Beach, who is now thirty-two years old, was born on a farm 
in Michigan in 1877, but mest of his youth was spent in Florida, 
where he attended college. He went to Chicago to study law, but 
was swept away in the great wave of excitement over the discovery 
of. gold in the Klondike region, and, glving up his Jegal prospects, 
sailed for Alaska on four day’s notice. That was in the late fall of 
the first season of gold prospecting in the North, and the United 
Statés was filled with hcrror at the reports of famine and the 
scarcity of all kinds of things in Aleska. Mr. Beach had to travel 
with scant provisions, both for financial reasons and because of 
the necessity for making haste. 


In trying to get un to Dawson, the boat in which Mr, Beach 
and his party traveled was stranded ona bar, and they were com- 
pelled to turn back down the river, where a new camp was being 
built. 


Mr. Beach was compelled to remain there two years, and he and 
those with him were reduced to the expedient of trying to induce 
passengers on the steambcat to Dawson to “grub-stake” them. He 
got away at last and becan mining ‘operations in earnest. 

The first thing he did was to choose a partner, “in the depths 
of whose clear eye he saw unfaltering truth and rectitude.” This 
partner proved to be a sneak thief, who had been driven out of 
Seattle, and the connection was dissolved. The next partner was 
not much of an improvement on the first, for he turned out to be an 
ex-whaler who had mutinied on Herschel Island, helped to kill sev- 
eral of the ship’s officers, and was wanted for arson somewhere 
on the upper river. He was found robbing sluices in the spring, and 
Mr. Beach's confidence in human nature was impaired. 

Mr. Beach tells how. in order to repair his fortunes. he joined 
with two college boys, and began to chop wood for stéamers. His 
partners were honest this time, but after suffering torture from 
mosquitoes and lack of food, and having “chopped off all the toes 
they could spare,” they were compelled to dispose of their wood 
at the ruinous price of $10 a cord, although they began by asking 
$40. Among his other adventures he was shipwrecked on his way to 
Nome in the early days and drifted on Bering Sea for three days 
and nights without food. After this he reached success, but he sup- 
presses this part of his b:egraphy on the ground that the story of 
man’s success does not ccmpare in interest with the tale of his 
“hard luck.” Altogether, he was in Alaska five years, and saw the 
game through from beginning to end.

HELPING THE NEGRO, TO HELP THE WHITE MAN. 


In one of the clearest practical expositions of the subject that 
has come to our attention in recent months, Clarence Poe, of North 
Carolina, elsewhere in today’s Constitution squarely confirms the 
premise of this paper regarding the problem of the negro to this ef- 
fect— 

That back of every effort to improve the condition of the masses 
of the negro in the southern states is the instinctive effort of the 
white man to safeguard the progress, the actual integrity, of his own 
civilization. 

Mr. Poe is editor of The Progressive Farmer, of Raleigh, N. C. 
A young man, he has developed such splendid qualities of intel- 
lectual and moral leadership as to place him in the front rank of 
that army that ig contending for the bringing of the south to her 
real destiny. 

Recently he addressed the students of the negro Agricultural 
and Mechanical college, located at Greensboro, N. C. His speech is 
liberally summarized elsewhere. 

The Constitution takes his viewpoint and arguments as especial 
indorsement of this paper’s position in its recent discussion of the 
negro problem, since he addresses himself to the plight of the aver- 
age “country negro,” the predominant type in the southern states. 
And it is the country negro in behalf of whom The Constitution has 
been pleading with the churches, to the end that their intervention 
for his sipiritual, moral and mental welfare may prevent him from 
menacing the civilization of the white man. 

Mr. Poe lays down as his first premise that the inefficient negro 
is a “millstone” around the neck of the south. He virtually ignores 
the humanitarian, or religious phases of the subject. He is con- 


cerned, not with the state of the negro’s soul, but with the state ofs 


the negro’s efficiency, as it threatens agriculture and every other in- 
dustry upon which the present and future of the southern states are 
buulded. 

His second premise, which there is no need to elaborate since 
it long ago became irrevocably established, is the mutual and thor- 
ough understanding and maintenance of the racial line. No white 
southerner, no negro whose opinion counts, entertains fears or as- 
pirations of a contrary nature. 

A few contributors to The Constitution have tried to get away 
from the reaction upon southern industry and promise of the igno- 
rant or inéfficient negro. This is Editor Poe’s statement of the toll 


he has taken and is taking: 


Considered entirely apart from the losses of war, let me express to 
you the frank and deliberatg opinion that ever since 1865 the presence 
of the negro in the south has made the whole section and my entire race 
poorer—and chiefiy by reason of the same time-worn. half-sacred 
southern fetish of an ignorant, illiterate farm hand as the ideal agri- 
cultural laborer—a field hand who t0g9 much of the time has made a 
mocking parody of what should have been the richest agricultural 
section in the world, simply because he has been ignorant, and the white 
man has let him remain ignorant: a field hand whose most trusted agri- 
cultural guide has been the inconstant moon. 


Mr. Poe scores that sentiment that opposes practical education 
for the negro, and outlines conditions, the removal of which will 
make him a better field hand, eliminating the waste he now visits 
upon southern agriculture, and cultivating a citizenship that will 
contribute to and not retard the south’s material development: 


Suppose you are his fellow citizen; then because of his inefficiency, 
his poverty, because of his failure to contribute to public funds and 
public movements, you may have poorer roads, poorer schools, a meaner 
schoolhouse and courthouse, a shabbier church, low-priced lands; your 
teacher will be more poorly paid, your preacher's salary will be smaller, 
your newspaper will have a smaller circulation, youn town will be a 
poorer market, your railroad will have smaller traffic, your merchant 
smaller trade, your bank smaller deposits, your manufacturer diminished 
patgonage, and so on and on. The ramifications are infinite, unending. 
On the other hand, every efficient man, every man trained to do good 
work, whether by the schools or by any other method—he is making 
the whole country richer. 


There is no rejoinder to crystallized common sense of this na- 
ture. Before it, prejudice, indifference and skepticism fade away 
and are replaced by conviction. 

We would like to see the philosophy contained in the two para- 
graphs quoted, and that running generally through Mr. Poe's ad- 
dress, made part of the equipment of every statesman, every clergy- 
man, every leader and every taxpayer in the southern states. 

Sentiment, religion may sound upon deaf ears. 

But the old familiar dollars-and-cents arguments advanced by 
this intuitive North Carolina thinker sink upon the consciousness of 
the hardest-headed business man with a lesson that is final. 

That elder statesman, Judge John L. Hopkins, testified in The 
Constitution that the churches comprised the sole, at least the 
largest agencies, at our disposal for transforming the many-featured 
menace of the negro into safety and efficiency.. 

They were the agencies prior to the civil war, when the negro 
was the most efficient farm hand, the most orderly laborer, in civili- 
zation. 

Have these agencies, administered by the churches, lost their 
potency in handling*a situation more menacing, more demanding, 
than that which characterized the days of the patriarchal system?

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AS USUAL, THE FARMER’S THE GOAT. 


The long-anticipated majority report of the senate committee 
investigating the cost of living in America has been submitted by 
Senator Lodge to the senate. 

As forecasted in The Constitution weeks ago, it refers the sky- 
scraping prices of food and clothing and other items of living to 
causes directly or indirectly connected with the farmer, though it 
is careful to refrain from attacking the prices the farmer is getting 
for his products. 

The farce of the entire report is that in no place does it lay 
blame for the high cost of living where blame principally belongs— 
upon the high tariff system and the abuse made of it to impose ex- 
tortions upon the people tor the benefit of monopolies and the om- 
nipresent middle man. 

It is significant, in this connection, that while the cost-of-living 
committee gives the tariff, by implication, a clean bill of health, con- 
gress has authorized an appropriation of $250,000 to secure data 
upon which to investigate the reasonableness of the tariff bill. 

The people of America will not be misled by a transparent sub- 
terfuge. The cost-of-living probe was arranged especially to white- 
wash the tariff for the forthcoming elections. The investigation of 
industrial conditions was arranged especially to remove the im- 
pression that the republican party abided strongly by a tariff repu- 
diated by virtually the entire country. 

The minority report of the former committee, composed of 
democrats, may be depended upon to deal with the true conditions 
underlying the situation. 

We shall see just how far, then, the farmer is used as the scape- 
goat to rid the republican party of the consequences of platform 
pledges flagrantly violated.

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CANTALOUPES AND PEACHE 


If the amalgamated Georgia commercial bodies recently formed 
in Atlanta had organized for business, we should insistently direct 
their attention to two concurrent news items in The Constitution. 

One was from Albany. It recorded the opéning of the canta- 
loupe shipping season with the shipment of four cars to eastern and 
domestic points. . 

The other was dated Americus. Stating that an unprecedented 
yield 0@ peaches would be brought forward in that section, it esti- 
mated the surplus crop would represent about two million cans, put 
up for national sale at the four establishments in Sumter. | 

Few people in this portion of Georgia, fewer outside of Georgia, 
know the possibilities of the cantaloupe territory in the southern 
half of the state. We can raise there enough of this healthful and 
delicious fruit to supply our own people and take tribute from the 
country generally. We have only begun to realize on these possi-

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WHILE GEORGIA “PASSES ROUND THE HAT.” 


In his annual report_to the governor, Attorney General Hart 
again defines Georgia’s system of taxation as one of “voluntary con- 
tributions.” 

To employ a homely phrase he used last year with such telling 
effect, the great state of Georgia still “passes round the hat” for its 
support. 

Those that wish to contribute, can do so in what manner and 
degree best suits their generosity or convenience. 

Those parsimoniously disposed, can imitate the example of that 
tight-fisted old deacon, who always looked the other way when the 
hat got round to his neighborhood. 

At bottom, three fundamental weaknesses make a farce of our 
system of taxation: | 

Absolute absence of uniformity. ’ 

Inequality of taxation. 

The practice of “soaking” for the state’s support those classes 
of property most conveniently located for that purpose, or those 
that have in the past borne the burden without effectual complaint. 

Separately, either one of these elements wouldé invite confusion 
and inefficiency. Together, they comprise a combination that is truly 
unbeatable where it comes to making the state a party at dealing 
injustice to its own citizens, and at cramping the facilities of its own 
institutions. 

It is doubtful if any two counties of the state follow the same 
system, or one even approximating similarity, in enforcing measures 
of taxation. . 

A casual study of the tax digests year after year establishes that 
assertion unanswerably. 

It is a familiar spectacle to observe two counties side by side, 
controlled by the same influences of prosperity and general business, 
returning, the one a normal increase in taxable values, the other an 
abnormal decrease—or, in some instances, an absolute standing still 
in one county, whereas farms and property just across the border 
are piling up substantial increases. 

The making uniform of our laws covering the assessment of 
property in this state, and payments upon assessments, is one of the 
crying needs facing a legislature that seems to have made up its 
mind to do nothing constructive. 

The two other flaws are virtually identical. In the past, .the 
state has picked out various classes of real and personal property, 
and upon these saddled the burden of meeting the annual expense 
of administration. 

Other classes of property, and, above all, of public and private 
enterprise, that are just as flourishing, that make an equal demand 
upon the state’s protection and that take just as great toll of the 
people of the state, are either let off entirely or with a tribute that 
is sheerly nominal. , 

The system cuts in another direction, one that is equally inde- 
fensible. ~ 

The county and the citizen that rigorously returns all legitimate 
classes of property for taxation, is at a disadvantage with the 
county and the taxpayer that does not follow this procedure. 

So that we have now the spectacle in Georgia-of many counties 
and many citizens or classes of property bearing a burden out of all 
proportion to the one they should bear, with other counties and 
other citizens and classes of property cheerfully standing from under 
their just proportion of the public expense. 

The system is all wrong. Not one mitigating argument can be 
advanced for it. It is bad enough for the state to “pass round the 
hat.” It 1s worse where the process works hardship and injustice 
upon thousands of the best citizens of the state. 

The present legislature may follow the example of its pre- 
decessors and turn a deaf ear to demands for a remedy. But the 
day is rapidly approaching when the people will discover and re- 
move the omission!

A WORD WITH THE LEGAL KILDEES! 


In his annual report to the governor, Attorney General John 
C. Hart recommends changes in our judicial procedure virtually 
identical with those recommended recently in the notable addresses 
of Judges Callaway and Hillyer. 

They are reforms in procedure and rulings and applications, 
such as the lessening of technicalities and the removal of the con- 
ditions which now place society at a disadvantage with criminals. 

They reach down to the fundamentals of the administration of 
law in Georgia, and that means the fundamentals of popular gov- 
ernment. 

State bar associations, “elder statesmen,” lawyers of great re- 
pute, extended experience and unrivaled opportunities for obser- 
vation and research, indorse them unqualifiedly. 

Why are they not enacted? 

The legislature has final power in the premises. 

What is the matter with the legislature? 

How is it, that it withholds gravely-needed reforms regarding 
the urgency of which the best citizenship of the state is agreed? 

Is it possible that jay-hawk lawyers, the legal kildees,. so to 
speak, dominate the general assembly? 

Are they afraid that if these reforms are instituted and the 
legal procedure of Georgia based on merit and directness, rather 
than technicality, indirection, and the inglorious ability to find loop- 
holes—that they will themselves lose out? 

Are they guarding their own pockets, rather than the safety, 
the reputation, the efficiency of the courts of Georgia? 

The question is not a pretty one. But in view of the manner 
in which the legislature, session after session, has deliberately ig- 
nored or stifled proposals by the state’s best citizens to institute 
thoroughgoing legal reform, the suggestion cannot be waved aside! 

In this connection The Constitution repeats its warning of a 
few days ago. 

The people of this state are determined on sufficient reform in 
our judicial system. 

If a general assembly dominated by lawyers cannot be per- 
suaded to undertake the task, history will repeat itself, and a legis- 
lature of farmers and business men will undertake to perform avserv- 
ice of which Georgia stands in grievous need.

Not Office for a Poor Man. 


“This state of affairs will soon pre- 
vent the poor man from holding this 
office, notwithstanding that he may be 
of the greatest ability. 

“In the face of the State's greatest 
poverty, following the civil war—tin 
the early 70's and during that period 
—oOur forefathers did not think it ex- 
travagant to pay to the judges of the 
supreme court $3,500 per year, in gold. 
And $3,500 in gold then would pur- 
chase as much as $10,000 will purchase 
now. A salary of $4,000 wll buy only 
about half what it would ten years 
ago. Our forefathers always thought 
it proper that the salaries to be paid 
to the heads of the judicial depart- 
ment (the judges of the highest courts) 
should be the same as that paid to the

' governor), and this uniformity was 
carried out until a few years ago, 
when the legislature 'ncreased the gal- 
ary of the governor to $5,000, without 
making a similar increase in the sal- 
ary of the judges.

Comparison With Other States. 

“The people of the cities recognize 
that judges can not live in the cities 
on the same amount that judges can 
in the country, so that now in the 
larger cities of the state, it hag been 
found absolutely necessary to increase 
the salary in order to get and retain 
efficient men, and under special acts 
of the legislature the judges of the su- 
perior and city courts of Atlanta, Sa- 
vannah and Augusta are paid $5,000. 
So that we have the anomalous situa- 
tion of the judges of the supreme court 
and the court of appeals, who are 
daily revi'ewing the decisions of thése 
judges, and performing very much 
more onerous and exacting labors, re- 
ceiving $1,000 less compensation per 
annum for their services. A situa- 
tion without a parallel. 

‘The committee has carefully ex- 
amined statistics of the salaries paid 
judges of the courts of other states. 
Taking the country through, the aver- 
age salary paid to the judges of the 
courts of last resort by the states, big 
and Httle, is appréximately $6,500. 
Jeorgia, the Empire state of the south, 
is content to pay only $4,000. For in- 
stance, New Jersey pays her supreme 
court judges $10,000; Illinois pays $10,- 
000: Pennsylvania pays $10,000; New 
York, of course, pays a great deal 
more than this. The small state of 
Rhode Island pays $5,500. Our sister 
¢tate of Alabama pays $5,000, while 
Louisiana pays $6,000. There are only 
two or three states paying as little 
as Georgia, and they have nothing 
like the volume of business that Geor- 
gia has. 

Counting the Cost. 

“When the legislature and the people 
come to deal with a subject of this 
kind, it is not the part of statesman- 
ship or wisdom to begin to count the 
cost, but it certainly will not detract 
from the argument in favor of the 
increase in salary, even if cost be 
counted. For when we consider the 
annual income and expenditures of the 
state run to more than $5,500,000. the 
adding on of the small sum of $1,000 
each to the salaries of the supreme 
court and the court of appeals’ judges 
would be so small and insignificant 
an item as to be thrown out as a 
fraction in the calculation. It would 
not affect the tax rate one cent. The 
people would never feel it, except in 
the benefit of having their courts made 
more efficient. 

“Another point that the property 
owner of the state will appreciate is 
that while the upbuilding of the court 
is a matter that makes property se- 
cure, property would not have to pay 
any more tax in order to effect this 
reform, because the state tax rate is 
limited by the constitution to five 
mills as a maximum, and that rate has 
long since been reached, and all ad- 
ditional appropriations and all in- 
creases in expenditures are now being 
paid entirely out of license fees and 
special taxes imposed upon occupations. 

“There are other reasons which will 
readily address themselves to the mind 
of the reader why these salaries should 
be raised. These here given, however, 
should be sufficient. It is not a mat- 
ter of extravagance that is asked, but 
of simple necessity. It is

A visit to the Georgia Fruit Ex- 
change in the Atlanta, Birmingham 
and Atlantic Building in this city is 
the only way to form an adequate 
idea of the splendid organization which 
has been perfected by the Georgia 
Fruit Excnange for the marketing of 
the luscious Georgia peach. The sale 
of the Georgia peach is now in full 
swing. From 100 to 200 car loads of 
peaches are handled with less trouble 
through the Georgia Fruit Exchange 
now than was formerly given one fruit 
grower in handling his one car.

Deep Cultivation Undesirable. 
(From The Raleigh (N. C.) Progressive 
Farmer and Gazette.) 

Is the crop to be cultivated deeply 
at all? There are two chief objections 
to cultivating deeply at any time after 
the crop is planted. First, it adds to 
the expense, and, second, it brings up 
small weeds and grass seeds to sprout 
and give trouble, that if left buried 
deeply would not germinate. The ad- 
vantages of deep ecultivation are to 
loosen up the soil and kill grass. With 
proper preparation and earlfY cultiva- 
tion, the land will not usually need 
loosening up again to a depth of more 
than 2 inches, and grass will become 
troublesome oniy in exceptionally long 
seasons of continuous rain, Moreover, 
the turning plow is not always neces- 
sary to kill grass. There are culti- 
vators, like the Comet, for instance, if 
the horse-power is available, that will 
kill grass faster and cheaper.

SULTAN’S GARDENS VISITED 


Ten Days in Cairo and Meditation of 
the Pyramids from a Steamer’s Cab- 
imet—A Brother of the Mikado 
Aboard the Ship Fuarnishes Character 
Study—A Visit te the Hindoo and 
Chinese Temples. i 


This is another salt-water letter, for 
I am once again straying over strange, 
distant seas; this time, sailing from 
Hong Kong fer the Malay peninsyla, 
then through the Straits of Malacca 
on to the Bay of Bengal, over the Ara- 
bian sea to the Indian ocean and into 
the Red sea—bodies of water, all of 
which will ever seem to me to have 
mo business out of my school geogra- 
phy. 

I rather fancied that Madge had a 
triumphant, “I told you so” gleam in 
her eyes when I sought her in my cab- 
in after leaving Hong Kong—and also 
leaving the luncheon table, to give her 
a few blurred end hurried impressions 
of my situation and fellow passengers. 
A pair of very rich and sleek Chinese 
were seated opposite me at the table, 
and I had not lunched well. Then 
there was a great and insistent sput- 
tering of German going on about me, 
and I could only make out a few words 
now and then. 

Somehow I feel that I might grasp 
German, if J could only give up the 
notion that it really is English in dis- 
guise; 2 sort of cockleburr, misshapen 
and distorted English, which is stuck 
deep in the Deutsche throat, and is 
furiously coughed and hawked after. 
Sometimes a perfectly good Eng)ish 
word comes up, and I nod with patron- 
izing encouragement to the flushed and 
triumphant speaker, and then come 
slowly to a realization that my sympe@- 
thy and encouragement is all wasted. 

To See the Passion Play. 

The whole thing is very full of con- 
fusion. Madge seemed to think I had 
far better have come with her and the 
Clark people, but T pointed argumenta- 
tively to my spacious cabin, into which 
the cool, fresh air was pouring, and re- 
minded her that, for the present, at 
least, | was sure of having it, with all 
of its comforts, electric fan, wardrobe, 
air. space and light all to myself. I 
assured her that either I or the Chi- 
nese pair would soon move—and as for 
the constant coughing of German, well, 
I could at least have all the more time 
te communicate with her and to write 
letters to vou-—and then [| might grow 
ao accustomed to it. by the time my sea 
voyage comes to an end, as to be in 


fair training to appreciate the Pas- 
sion Play at Oberammergau, which I 
am hoping to see. 

T did move the two Chinamen 
later by a complaint to the steward, 
and at dinner a feeling of self-re- 


proach smote me at the sight of them, 
off in the corner like a pair of pun- 
ished children, seated alone in their— 

lors. Poor John Chinaman! Tike all 
high principled, non-combatants 
and good Christians generally, he gets 
the side tables. Some day, perhaps, 
e world wiil come to a state of civ- 
llization fine enough to appreciate the 


serene heights at which John holds 
himself, but inthe meantime—“Blessed 
are the proud in spirit, for they do 
prevail.” Also as long as the yellow 


races remain amateurs in the art of 
knifing and forking their “chow” there 
can be no question that the greatest 
good to the greatest number is best 
attained by segregation. 

Madge reminded me that while I am 
feeling aione and confused, she is 
taking in all the wonders of India, and 
my heart dropped to realize that T am 
passing it by forever. A few fleeting 
glimpses of Singapore, Penany and 
Colombo, and the Far East and I are 
to part. Tt is a hurting thought, but 
I gather courage by dreams of ten days 
in Cairo and I pin my bright spirit to 
the pyramids. 

A Night On Deck. 

Tonight, on deck, I fell into a con- 
versation with an American woman, 
which gave me some comfort. She 
“did” India at this season about a 
yeer or two ago, and she sald although 
she was very glad she had done it that 
she would rather die than do it over 
again, and then, with that inevitable 
tendency of human nature to treasure 
memories of the unpleasant, she went 
on to give me reminiscences of her 
tour. Her eloquence exploited itseif 
not at all on the wonders and beauties 
she had seen, but altogether on the 
scenes of distress and poverty, and 


always the consciousness of my own 
unmurmuring and noble enduranc@ of 
horrors and hardships which prompted 
them. I used to feel like a soldier. 
fighting for his country, like a perish- 
ing martyr, and like all the heroines 
in distress I had ever read about. It 
was splendid while it lasted, but then. 
you see, I was generally unfortunate 
enough to remember that after all I 


I would lose it all again.” 

She told me she had seen such 
swarms of starving, dreary, half-clad 
and half-witted brown creatures that 
the memory of them sickened her. 

“Think of traveling in a country,” 
she said, “where your train would run 
over a woman and you would see her 
poor naked form tossed carelessly on 
the roadside without so much as a rag 
to protect it from the scorching sun— 
I saw that myself, and other scenes, 
almost as hideous, which no one seems 
to mind in India. We have nothing in 
our country like the wretchedness and 
misery which stalks through the east 
and Europe and so, of course, I sup- 
pose our sympathies get rather tender- 
footed.”’ 

She assured me that to see India 
through the rose-colored glasses of 
those who write about it is bettgr 
than seeing it in the sweat of one’s 
own brow, but there still remains a 
sneaking conviction in my mind that I 
should like to make a personal ac- 
quaintance with it—horrors and all. 

Passengers Ever Interesting. 
The passengers cn board are always 


an unfailing interest to me. There are 
German, French, Belgian, Holland, 
English and American types, not to 


mention the pigment kinds, such as the 
Japs. Chinese and Eurasians, and all! 
admitted to the first class. 

The deck-talk, as you may imagine, 
offers many points of view, and is very 


good fun, when it happens to be in 
English. Naturally, however, these 
gargling Germans, with their good- 
natured, thick-waisted fraus, are the 


prevailing type. There is something 
wholescme and solid about them which 
is good to see, but I do wish their 
language did not work them so hard. 
Again, we have some “stylish Jap- 
anese’’ on board. This time Prince 
You-Shamie—or something like that— 
who is a brother of the mikado, and is 
on his way to London, but he and his 
coterie Keep to themselves, and are 
by no means s0 all-pervading as the 
little Japs we crossed the Pacific with. 
From the talk heard on deck among 
the English and Germans, it appears 
that their view of the Japanese char- 
acter is scarcely more flattering than 
those of the Americans in business in 
the east. The Japs seem to be rapidly 
losing in popularity and they arechar- 
acterized as a miserable, cheating lot 
by all who know them in business. The 
teurlsts and visitors to Japan, how- 
ever, are fond and foolish in their ad- 
miration—which is very easy for one 
who has been so0 recently captivated 
to understand. 
For the Chinaman, though, every one 
has a good word. Of all the Orientals, 
Honest John comes in for the greates‘ 
number of compliments. You hear on 
every hand praise of his able brains 
and quick intelligence, his square busi- 
ness methods, his extraordinary pa- 
tience and industry—and oh, his meek- 


ness! 
Tie has turned the other cheék s0 
long that he has none left. His ac- 


quaintance is a mystery and a miracle. 
something too good to be true, the end 
of which is spoken of and anticipated 
very much as the eruption of a vol- 
cano is anticipated by those who build 
their fortunes in its shelter. 

There is a fine looking young Aus- 
tralian man on board with a little 
Chinese wife, who is decked out in the 
clothes of fashionable women and wh» 
speaks English and looks very queer 
and unpleasant, and there is a young 
English lord who now sits in the seat 
left vacant by the Chinaman. He seems 
singularly free from al!] of those ear- 
marks by which we learn to know tha 
type in plays. and is, in fact, a nice, 
well-mannered boy, easy, companiton- 
able, and, as yet, unspoilt by flattery 
and too much popularity. 

Antics of a overndéss. 

And last—but by no means least—JI 
must mention a certain English nurs- 
ery governess who is returning to 
England from China, where she has 
been with an English family. She is 
in the capacity of companion for a 
Russian lady who is paying her pass- 
age in consideration for the care and 
attention she had hoped to receive, bu: 
the governess has renigged on her part 
of the bargain, and the poor little Rus- 
Sian lady appears to think that I wil 
do for a second choice. She is very 
helpless, as she does not speak German 
at all, and, although she thinks she 
speaks English, it is not always easy

Singapore was very beautiful and 
fascinating. I made a companion of 
another lone American woman, and 


together we jaunted about-and had a 
very jolly time. She is nothing like 
Madge, of course, but there are*some 
flashes of fun to be got out of her 
and then, she divides expenses. which 
Madge, in her astral form. altogether 


‘refuses to consider. 


We arrived at midday and spent the 
afternoon in a delightful trip to Jo- 
hore, where we rolled about luxurious- 
ly in rubber-tired rickshaws, carried 
by fleet-footed Chinamen: 

A Visit to the Mosque. 

We visited the mosque, which dates 
back to some wonderful misty period, 
and went pattering over its polished 
floors in our stocking feet and then 
we went strolling about the Sultan's 
gardens and felt exactly like princesses 
in a fairy tale. There is a gorgeous 
stretch of water, all purple and blue— 
like the colors in the wonderful king- 
fisher enamels we saw in Canton— 
which lies on one side of the road and 
the bright green terraces of the sul- 
tan’s gardens stretch themselves out 
on the other. There are no “keep off 
the grass” signs, no watchmen, or 
keepers in sight and we wandered on 
and on, cutting across green swards 
at will and adventuring into romantic 
and mysterious paths and lonely vine- 
covered pavilions,-:arbors and _  fern- 
eries. 

Only the ordinary green things we 
see at home seemed out of place. It 
was like a glorious garden of hat trim- 
mings, where hand-painted leaves 
grew, and great palms, with vermillion 
trunks astonished our eyes, while 
etherial orchids convinced us that the 
whole garden was just such “stuff as 
dreams are made of.’’ 

Our great surprise was that we had 
no great surprise; that nothing really 
story-fied and remantic occurred. It 
was all so still and enchanted looking 
that the fairy prince seemed to be 
missing his entrance cue. 

We heard a stealthy footstep at last, 
but it was only our Chinese coolies, 
who were getting nervous over our 
delay for fear of losing their fees. 

Singapore is another great crossing 
of the world’s wide wavs, just as 
Hong Kong is. You see more of the 
eastern races and tribes here than you 
do in Hong Kong, but not so mingled 
with types of western nationalities. 

Many Beautiful Homes. 

Tt is a glow of gorgeous color 
through and through. The merk of the 
English and the Chinese both assert 
themselves. 

The streets are thronged with long 
dark leggy figures (Malays) who, asa 
general thing, affect draperies of red 
or other intense and barbaric colors. 
The muscular and more stocky Chinese 
coolies who run the riekshaws are 
splendid specimens of grace and phys- 
ical power when running like brown 
Mercuries. They suit their light brown 
color usually with some scant clothing 
of bright china blues. 

The buildings themselves glow with 
color and are painted in prevailing 
shades of light indigo and buff, but 
some of them are like Jacob’s coat. 

The place is full of beautiful homes, 
fine shops and gorgeous temples ofall 
sorts and the roads are a joy for driv- 
ing and motoring. 

We saw the most wonderful botant- 
cal gardens in the world, visited the 
museum, strolled through the market, 
and spent the rest of our day driving 
about and looking until our brains 
grew dizzy and our eyes ached. When 
we returned to the steamer we squand- 
ered all our spare coppers and small 
coins by throwing them to the natives 
in canoes, who had the most delightful 
accomplishment of jumping out of their 
dugouts and diving into the water. 
Their canoes would fill up with water 
and turn over, and their paddles would 
float away, but they would flash 
through the water and watch their 
paddles and then get in their canoes 
and kick the water out with their feet 
with the most astounding ease and ex- 
pedition. A small silver piece thrown 
in the midst of them would cause them 
all to spring furiously into the water 
and disappear with a wild confusion 
of feet and sea foam. 

Stop at Colembo. 

Penang, I must pass with only*hon- 
orable mention. It it pretty and tropical] 
and clean looking, but too much like a 
little sister of Singapore to require 
many words. 

Our stay at Colombo was, alas, trag- 
ically short. We had no time to take 
the trip to Kandy, which is said to be 
so fascinating and I felt very nearly 
as bad as a dear little girl who cried 
as though her heart would break when 
she heard that she could not see “the 
City of Candy,’ which no doubt would 
have been a cruel disappointment to 
her, had she done so. 

The crowning sorrow of it all to me, 
Was to see the huge steamer which

Still we did have time to take some

It was all delightful, only too pro- 
vokingly brief and hurried. . 

Our next port is Aden, where, un- 
less you like to blister in the glare of 
hot sand I am told it is best to remain 
on the steamer. Then Suez and Port 
Said, where I leave for a fortnight at 
Cairo.

TOMBSTONES. 


Searchers after family history have 
chruchyard an inscription in some old 
churchyard an inscription upon the 
tomb of a remote ancestor which tells 
of his lineage and of the service ren- 
dered his country in war and peace, 
every word of which is valuable. But, 
when writing to the sexton of some 
modern cemetery for inscriptions, they 
aften write thus: “Please send me an 
exact copy of the inscription upon the 
tombstone in the cemetery; but, un- 
derstand, we do not want a copy of 
Bible verses or poetry if there be any 
upon the gravestone.” 

These last mean nothing to the 
genealogist and the historian. They 
convey nothing of interest to the de- 
scendants of the dead. 

The truth is, the people of today 
seem to have lost sight of the purpose 
of a tombstone. That it is to mark 
the last resting place of the dead, and 
tell of noted eventa in hig life. It 
should give the date and place of his 
birth; the names of his parents; the 
date and place of his marriage, and 
the maiden name of hig wife. 

It should state what positions of 
honor and trust he held either in 
church or state or fraternal order, and 
if he was a soldier, it should not fail 
to give his company, regiment and 
battles in which he fought. Such an in- 
scription for all time will be of inter- 
est to every one who reads. 

With the full knowledge of a par- 
ent’s active life and honorable record, 
we sometimes find his children search- 
ing some bo of poetical quotations 
for a fit verse to be imscribed upon 
his tombstone. What a waste of 
chiseled letters! 

Again, we sometimes see in the mod- 
ern cemetery a handsome family mon- 
ument or beautiful marble vault, with 
nothing to identify the dead but a 
name and two dates—John Smith, 
1826-1896. Of what interest will this 
stonework he to anyone one hundred 
years from -now? A thinking person 
will pass it by to linger with solemn 
interest at a modest headstone in- 
scribed with an enduring record of 
the dead. 

Upon this monument and vault 
enough money may have been expend- 


| 


ed to give the entire genealogy and 
history of the dead, yet the pile stands ' 
as much a monument to the skill of | 
the stonecutter as tho the man whose, 
dollars paid the cost; both have their 
names cut somewhere in the _ stone, 
that’s all. 

Don't understand us to be opposed to 
the handsome monument and vaults; 
the idea we seek to convey is that, 
somewhere upon the pile of stone, 


there shall be an inscription that 


would be worth something to the de-, 


scendants of the dead. The names of! 
his parents who gave him life should | 
be shown upon the tomb. Take the, 
grave of a good mother, about whom! 
so much can be said; don’t give her | 
tomb to the ages without something | 
to distinguish her from other good 
mothers. The inscription might 
something like this: 

“In memory of Mary Atchison Hard- 
ing, wife of Henry Harding; born in 
Putnam county, Georgia, May 21, 1818; 
daughter of William Atchison and his 
wife, Susanna Ellis. Married in War- 
ren county, Georgia, October 12, 1836. 
She was the mother of eight children, 
seven she reared to be grown. Died 
July 19, 1868. Se gave three sons to 
the Confederate army; two were killed 
in battle, one survived the struggle. 
For thirty yearg she was a teacher in 
the Presbyterian Sunday school, and a 
faithful member of that church.” 

The Daughters of the American Rev- 
olution are pledged to the work of 
preserving the records of our people 
and our state, and we would love to 
see every tomb in our cemeteries in- 
scribed with facts whioh will be of 
some value to posterity.

“GOSPEL OF SERVICE” WAS KEYNOTE 
OF THE GREAT CINCINNATI BIENNIAL 


Mrs. Willet Urges State Presi-| 


dents to Attend Annual Con- 
ventions of the Georgia 


Federation. 


The keynote of the great biennial of 
1910 was the “‘gospe] of service." This 
body .of earnest, 
secrated women could not fail to con- 


vert the hardened cynic who attended | 
the sessions and heard the reports of | 
the work done by the club women | 


throughout the country. 

The two great leaders, Mrs.- Philip 
Moore and Mrs. Sarah Platt Decker. 
the officers, directors and chairmen of 
the twelve standing committees, are 
women of brain, heart, culture and 
poise. One is impressed with their 
utter forgetfulness of personal com- 
fort, for those ten days were strenu- 
ous ones, both mentally and physically. 

It seemed that their one desire was 
to serve the interests of the women 
from the different sections, directing 
them where they could secure the best 
thought and methods ift their special 
lines of work. Both Mrs. Moore and 
Mrs. Decker expressed their apprecia- 
tion and approval of our Georgia work. 

The latter told me that in no state 
were they making greater progress 
or doing better work. Our Mrs. Moore 
is planning to meet with the Georgia 
Federation at our annual convention 
in Athens, November 2, 3 and 4. 

Individually speaking, each delegate 
doubtless felt like an atom among the 
three thousand women, but’ as the rep- 
resentatives of Georgia, Colorado or 
other states, we each had our fixed 
place. 

All delegates wore their state 
badges, and the common salutation 
was “good morning” or “how do you 
do, Georgia?” etc. Every courtesy and 
every possible attention was showered 
upon their guests by the Cincinnati 
club women. Their plans in detail, 
as told me by several chairmen. of 
unselfish and unceasing work for more 
than a@ year was a revelation to me.

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GREAT MILITARY ACHIEVEMENTS 
OF GEN. JOSEPH E. JOHNSON 


Joseph E. Johnston, on December 27, 
1863, was assigned the commanéd of the 
Army of Tennessee, the remains of 
which were then at Dalton, Ga., where 
it haa retreated after the disastrous 
battle of Missionary Ridge under 
Bragg. The federals, attaching the 
greatest importance to the campaign 
thus about to commence, and knowing 
that the final result of the war de- 
pended on their successful] conduct of 
it, had placed in chief command their 
safest, and next to Grant, their ablest 
general—Sherman. Opposed to them, 
General Johnston had a@n army very 
much inferior in numbers, under three 
corps commanders—Polk, Hardee and 
Hood. 

Sherman was ready to begin his 
march to the sea. It aroused the 
spirit of every soldier and sent a thril) 


to all hearts. There stood Sherman, and. 


at his back 110,000 of the best soldier 
in the federal service, elated with the 
victroies of the past and confident of 
success in the future. The Stars and 
Stripes waved proudly over them and 
the bands played “Marching Through 
Georgia.” 

Who was there to meet and hold in 
check this mighty host? Why, the old 
Army of Tennessee, whose ranks had 
been decimated in the battlefields of 
Chickamauga, Lookout Mountain and 
Missionary Ridge. Ragged, starved, 
demoralized and defeated, Johnston, 
when the government could find no 
other officer who was willing to as- 
sume the responsibility, had taken it 
in hand, reorganized andgdisciplineg it, 
and made it ready for the conflict. He 
had built it up to the number of 42,400 
men of Alamo. With the bands play- 
ing “Dixie” and “The Bonny Blue 
Flag,” he stood at its head, his’ un- 
sheathed sword glittering in the sun- 
light of a cloudless morning. It was 
as if he were a bright star directed to 
guide thatolqd army on its way. That 
star, before the journey was completed, 
was destined to set, but not in obliv- 
ion. 

On this wonderful retreat, Johnston 
fought over 100 battles and engage- 
ments, and in none of them was he 
ever taken by surprise. He made no 
mistakes, always knew his enemy's 
position. On the 18th of July, '64, 
General Johnston, by order of President 
Davis, was removed from command, 
and General Hood appointed to take his 
place. 


In the early winter of ‘65, General 
Lee, after having carried through the 
previous summer what is admitted by 
all authorities to be the most brilliant 
campaign of his career, was made com- 
mander-in-chief of the confederate ar- 
mies. There was then but little hope 
for the confederacy left. His own 
Army of Northern Virginia had been 
sadly crippled in its struggles to es- 
cape the folds of Grant's octopus, and 
the Army of Tennessee had been re- 
duced to 14,000 men. By bis order, 
General Johnston, amid the joy and 
cheers ef the remnant of this one proud 
old army, again assumed commend. 
No southern troops ever fought better 
than did those under him in the bat- 
tles of Cheraw, Smithfield ang Benten- 
ville, which were fought in order to 
retard Sherman's march into Virginia, 


and to enable our army to precede him 


“ea unite with that of General 
wee. When it became certain that Lee 
had surrendered, Johnston, then neces- 
sarily left at the head of our military 
affairs, too broadminded te act as he 
might.-have done on his own motion, 
wished to consult Mr. Davis ag to what 
steps should be taken, and through 
General Breckinridge, arranged to have 
a méeting with the president and such 
of the members of the cabinet as could 
be present. A convention was agreed 
upon on the basis of disbanding the 
confederate troops—all the officers and 
men taking upon themseives an obli- 
gation not to enter into acts of war 
against the United States government 
until released from this obligation. 

General Johyston died in Washing- 
ton, D. C., Mar h 21, 1891, and was 
buried at Baltin.»*re, Md. 

Summarizing General Johnston's 
character, he was wise in council, able 
and ‘vigilant in action, and cautious in 
strategy. Strict though he wes in the 
maintenance of discipiine, he had at 
all times the love, respect and obedle 
ence of his men, because i. ~- . f 
that he hag always at heart their wel- 
fare and their safety. Yet they would 
have dared anything, even to the sacri- 
fice of their lives, at his order. No man 
surpassed him’ in leve of country: oar 
in purity of patriotism. He was brave 
to a fault, having been wounded eight 
times altogether in the three wars in 
which he served. In the discharge of 
duties assigned to him he was faithful 
and persistent in spite of criticism and 
failure or reward. Whatever was re- 
quired of him he went at with unbend- 
ing energy and unflegging hope. The 
time is coming when he will be ac- 
knowledged to be among the greatest 
military geniuses the world has pro- 
duced. . ?

To the student of languages and to 
many cf the older residents of Georgia 
given below a 


very instructive dissertation on the 
Muskogee dialect by Professor H. A. 
Scomp, one of the most learned men in 
the country in that tint. Professor 
Scomp was for a long time connected 
with Emory college, having the chair 
of Latin and Greek. He passed several! 
voars of his life in Greece, and is wet) 
versed in both the ancient and “modern 
language. In addit#on to this he is 
thoroughly acquainted with all of the 
modern languages, and is regarded as 
one of.the most profitient scholars in 
Hebrew in the south. As a linguist 
he has few equals. 
Some time ago, durin 
with a wealthy Virgifia woman, he 
mentioned the subject gof Indian lan- 
guages of Georgia and ‘the south. His 
hearer became so interested that she 
decided to donate funds enough for 
work to be done to preserve these lan- 
guages for future generations.

Personal Names. 


Personal names very generally owed 
their origin to personal characteristics 
at birth. or to characteristics developed 
in later life. There were no family 
names, each appellative had a direct 
This peculiar no- 
menclature constitutes one of the great 
values of Indian philology. It is one 
of the lights by which thread the In- 
dians’ past, from whatever land, or 
lands, the aborigines came to American 
shores, it is certain that they brought 
their language, or languages, with 
them. Whatever else they mav have 
left behind, their m&tive speech must 
have aecompanied them, 
they must heve hamed the geography, 
fauna and flora, etc., of 


the new Jand whither they had come. 

This must establish a relationship 
with their primitive homes and a lin- 
guistic connection with some land, or 
lands, beyond the seas. .Where were 
those ane -stral homes—-those kindred 
dialects? This is the task of modern 
research. 

Like customs, similar forms of re- 
ligion, etc., may shed considerable light 
upon this dark problem; but these may 
all be largely derivable from contact 
among the different tribes. From such 
data hitherto it has been the habit to 
rush to hasty conclusions insufficiently 
grounded and unable to. stand the 
white light of accurate searching in- 
vestigation. From such data have 
sprung a maze of wild theories, e. &., 
those- whieh make the Indians the de- 
scendants of the Lost Tribes of Israel, 
or from the Carthaginiags: or from 
African peoples who reached American 
shores by way of the now lost and 
traditionary Atlantis, ete., ete. 

“Not proven’ may be the verdict as 
to all these theories based on imagin- 
ary resemblances. Not so in regard to 
linguistic relationships. These come 
not from such similitudes. Radical 
word forms are too deeply imbedded in 
our human nature to become easilv 
effaced or changed: root words strike 
too deep into the mind soil to be to- 
tally extirpated. Sanscrit, Greek, 
Latin. Teutonic, Romance—their cur- 
rent flows ever onward, slightly modi- 
fied it may be by tributaries of other 
speech. vet ever retaining the radical 
characteristics of their origin and gen- 
erally easily recognizable by the com- 
parative philologist. Were it. other- 
wise, thé whole science of comparative 
philology would vanish into thin air; 
indeed, why should a root word be 
wholly, fundamentally. arbitrarily lost, 
destroyed or substituted by another, 
when no reason -can be assigned for 
such’ change? Men are not .given to

The Seminoles (i. e., the “runaways’) 
were originally a part of the Creek 
family an-i had their homog.in. southern 
Georgia and Alabama. But, owing to 
trouble between themselves aui_ the 
major party of their tribesmen, ‘they 
Quit their old homes and took refuge 
under the Spaniards, who then (1703) 
ruled Florida; whence they were dub- 
bed Seminoles, or “runaways,” by their 
Georgia kinsmen, who thereafter were 
generally hostil= to shem, 

In Florida the ‘runaways’ came into 
contact with the ancfent Caloosas, the 
dominating race of the peninsula at 
the Mime of DeSoio's invasion (1539). 

Of these Caloosas there were, accord- 
ing to the old Spanish chroniclers. six 
dialects and at least 50«towns. Their 
chief seat was in the region from 
Tampa Bay to the Indian River and 
southward—the Campania of our 
Southern Ttalv. 

Sometimes in war and sometimes in 
alliance with these Caloosas, the “run- 
awavs’” managed to engraft a large 
number of words (Caloosa) upon their 


their new tongue from the native Creek 
and forming thus the Seminole.

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Setting a Bug to Catch a Bug. 

Samuel Hopkins Adams makes the 
subject of entomology a very absorb- 
ing and interesting one in the July 
American Magazine. He writes under 
the title of “Warring on Injurious In- 
sects’’ and describes the work of the 
Washington bureau of entomology and 
some of the curious and interesting 
methods it employs to stop the preda- 
tory work of injurious insects. The 
following is Mr. Adams’ account of 
how the San Jose scale was imported 
into this country and how eventually 
its spread was checked: 

“The ‘scale was imported by a col- 
lector of plants at San Jose, Cal., prob- 
ably from Australia. Ina few years it 
had spread enormously, and was sime 
Ply wiping out the orange crop wher- 
ever gained a foothold. Working in 
conjunction with the progressive state 
authorities of California, the United 
States bureau of entomology sent an 
emissary to Australia, where the scale 
was discovered in what was then sup- 
posed to be its original environment. 
With the Australian scale, and preying, 
upon its eggs, was found a small) red- 
and-black ladybird, the Novius cardi- 
nalis. One hundred of these were 
brought back to “California .by Mr. 
Kobele, bred and distributed... To the 
terrified and skeptical orange growers 
the result must have seemed miracu- 
lous. Within two years from the time 
when the first ladybird began to 
breakfast on scale eggs. the victory 
was completely won. It was more than 
a victory; it was a slaughter. Since 
then the white scale, while it is not 
wholly eliminated and never wil] be. 
has ceased to be an element of peril to 
the citrus orchards of California.”
